The Vatican 
blames gays 
for priest 
scandal

W hile there is no doubt the sex 
scandals rocking the Catholic 
Church will force the reli¬ 
gious institution to examine its poli¬ 
cies regarding sexual abuse, questions 
remain on how gay priests, and gay 
men in general, will be impacted. 

Some fear a witch-hunt has begun 
in seminaries and churches through¬ 
out the country, with officials looking 
to expel gay men from the priesthood. 
There is growing concern that the pub¬ 
lic and mainstream media are confus¬ 
ing pedophilia with homosexuality. 

“Church leaders should be out 
among the victims of sexual abuse, 
listening to what happened and how 
it impacted their lives. The Christian 
response would be to make meaning¬ 
ful restitution to the victims, cooper¬ 
ate with law enforcement to bring 
perpetrators to justice, and to learn to 
prevent future abuse,” said Mary 
Louise Cervone, president of Digni¬ 
ty/USA, a group for gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender Catholics. 
“Instead, they are trying to make gay 
priests the scapegoats for decades of 
criminal abuse. It’s appalling.” 

The issues have been blurred part¬ 
ly by statements from church officials. 
Instead of chastising sexual predators, 
the Vatican laid blame for its current 
troubles squarely with gay priests. 

“People with these inclinations 
just cannot be ordained. That does 
not imply a final judgment on people 
with homosexuality. But you cannot

J urors in the Diane Whipple dog-maul¬ 
ing case so disliked and discredited de¬ 
fendants Marjorie Knoller and Robert 
Noel that some speculated that Knoller 
may have sicced her two dogs on Whipple, 
the Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

Jury foreman Don Newton told the B.A.R. 
that jurors didn’t buy Knoller’s version of 
what happened during the January 26, 2001 
hallway attack on Whipple, her neighbor. He 
said they were left to only guess about what 
happened. 

“It could be that the dogs escaped out of 
her apartment,” said Newton. “Some of the 
jurors even suggested she sicced the dogs on 
Diane Whipple. 

“But how can we know that? We can’t 
know that,” Newton cautioned. 

In her first interview since her participa¬ 
tion in a brief press conference after the guilty 
verdicts were announced Thursday, March 
21, juror Vanessa Caroline echoed Newton, 
telling the B.A.R. that Knoller ordering the 
dogs to go after Whipple was one of the sce¬ 
narios jurors talked about. 

“We were discussing that maybe Diane 
was very scared and she may have said ‘Oh 
my God, put your dogs away.’ They may even 
have had words, and maybe one thing led to 
another, and that [siccing the dogs on Whip¬ 
ple] was one of them.” 

Like Newton, Caroline didn’t find Knoller 
credible. 

“There were so many gaps in her testimo¬ 
ny,” she explained. “It was just unbelievable. 
We were left wanting to ask Marjorie, ‘Please, 
just tell us what happened.’” 

Jurors gave prosecutors a clean sweep, 
convicting the attorney couple of all five of 
the charges they faced. Knoller, 46, was con¬ 


victed of second-degree murder and faces 15 
years to life in prison. Both Knoller and Noel, 
60, were convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter and keeping a mischievous an¬ 
imal that killed a person; Noel faces four 
years in prison. Noel was not charged with 
murder because he wasn’t with the dogs 
when the deadly attack occurred. 

Jurors agreed with the prosecution’s main 
argument that the couple had ample warning 
the dogs were dangerous but did virtually 
nothing to mitigate the danger. 

“They over and over showed contempt for 
people’s opinions,” said Newton. “They dis¬ 
regarded warnings. They never apologized 
and they were highly arrogant.” 

Newton noted that jurors were unsympa¬ 
thetic to Knoller even when she cried on the 
stand because they believed it was all set up.

A fter a yearlong nationwide search for 
an executive director, the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center’s board of directors se¬ 
lected a Bay Area native for the job. 
The board announced Monday, March 25 
that Brian Cheu, executive director of the 
Lavender Youth Recreation and Information 
Center, had accepted the position. He will 
begin his new job in mid-May. 

“We wanted someone who would be all 
things to all people. Brian exceeds our expec¬ 
tations,” said board President Pat Martel. 

While still finalizing the terms of his con¬ 
tract, the board hired Cheu on a one-year 
basis and will pay him $100,000. After his first 
12 months, Cheu will be evaluated and of¬ 
fered a contract extension if he meets certain 
performance goals. 

“For me as a gay man of color, being in 
this building is an amazing feeling,” said the 
39-year-old Cheu, who is Chinese American. 
“It has been great seeing this building come

Newton, a 64-year-old sewage treatment 
equipment repairman for the city of Los An¬ 
geles, told the B.A.R. that jurors also were 
doubtful of a photograph taken by Noel days 
after the attack that showed Knoller with a 
black eye. Knoller’s lawyer said she got the in¬ 
jury in a life-and-death struggle to get her 
dogs away from Whipple. 

Said Newton; “And [jurors] were saying, 
‘What the hell? [Noel] gave her the black eye!’ 
And then one lady said, ‘Well, Diane Whip¬ 
ple hit that bitch in the eye!’ 

“But that was speculation, that was just 
people talking,” Newton cautioned. 

Newton and Caroline told the B.A.R. that 
Knoller’s flamboyant defense attorney, Nedra 
Ruiz, did not help in her closing statement by 
accusing the prosecution of hiding evidence

Sisters’ Easter party Sun.

T he Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence in full regalia are 
all big pouty lips, beards, 
glitter, long flowing habits, and 
very long eyelashes. 

But it’s a Tuesday night, just 
after sunset, and Sister Bea Atti¬ 
tude is, out of his habit, a thin 
blond man named James DeVin- 
ny. He’s sitting at the top of the hill 
on the lawn above Dolores Park. 
DeVinny is dressed for the cold, 
wearing a turtleneck shirt, jeans, 
and a fleecy pull over. 

The park is nearly deserted, and 
he’s brought his dog, Buster, an en¬ 
ergetic mutt puppy. “We got him 
from the SPCA,” said DeVinny, as 
he hugged the dog in his lap. “It’s re¬ 
ally important to hold them a lot.” 

Below where he’s sitting, on 
Easter Sunday, March 31, he said, 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
will celebrate its 23rd year with a 
festival in Dolores Park, or as they 
call it, “Indulgence in the Park.” 

“We set up a stage down there,” 
DeVinny said, pointing to the flat 
spot at the bottom of the hill. “We 
have a few banners that represent 
important points in Sisters histo¬ 
ry. One of them is the cover of 
Play-Fair, the safer sex brochure 
the Sisters did in ’84. People sit up 
on the hill and bring a picnic. We 


must have had 300 last time. The 
weather will be beautiful. The sun 
smiles on the Sisters.” 

“The stuff earlier is more fam¬ 
ily appropriate,” said DeVinny. “At 
noon the Sisters are putting on an 
Easter egg hunt and an Easter egg 
race and then a kid’s cupcake 
walk. The music stops. Basically, 
everybody gets a cupcake. I’ve 
heard a rumor the Easter bunny 
might make an appearance.” 

Two cops on Hondas interrupt 
DeVinny by riding down the steps 
in the middle of the park. Buster 
squirms free, jerking out to the 
end of his leash, but DeVinny reels 
him back in and continues on. 

“We have a costume contest for 
dogs that was just incredibly popu¬ 
lar last year. I would say we had 
about 40 to 50 in the contest. The 
dog that won was a Boston terrier 
dressed up as a cowboy. The winner 
of the dog contest gets a fabulous 
gift basket full of fun doggy things.” 

The Sisters’ main mission is to 
raise money for various charities 
like Our Family Coalition, the 
Harvey Milk Institute, the Laven¬ 
der Youth Information and Recre¬ 
ation Center, and many others. 
Money is distributed, in small 
chunks, with a maximum grant 
size of $750. They gave out about 
$52,000 last year. At 2:45 p.m. 
Sunday, they’ll be distributing, 
DeVinny said, about $5,000. 


“After that the Easter bonnet 
and the Hunky Jesus contests will 
be at about 3. Anyone can come,” 
he said, “but it’s mainly gay men 
from the Castro.” 

DeVinny then shared some in¬ 
sights about the stiff competition 
in the Easter bonnet contest. “Last 
year a guy came up from Long 
Beach. He had a big surf-beach 
scene with surfboards and Barbies 
and Kens and starfish. He tied 
with a guy who had a whole 
flamingo thing.” 

As to the Jesus contest, he said 
that last year’s winner was a 
woman. “It’s your own interpreta¬ 
tion as to what Jesus looks like. She 
threw a lot of attitude, which is re¬ 
ally the key in the Hunky Jesus.” 

“You can see the Basilica from 
here,” said DeVinny, looking out 
over Mission Dolores, talking 
about the group’s run-ins over the 
years with the local archdiocese. “I 
think they misunderstood what we 
were all about. Our job is to spread 
joy and to try to help people rid 
themselves of the burden of guilt 
for feeling and being what they 
are. That and hand out condoms.” 

The Sisters’ 23rd annual Easter 
celebration will begin at noon, 
Sunday, March 31 in Dolores Park 
at 18th and Church streets in San 
Francisco and will conclude at 4 
p.m. Additional entertainment will 
include local bands and DJs. T

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Gov. defends record on 
gay rights legislation

; n courting the gay communi¬ 
ty’s vote as he seeks a second 
term in office, Governor Gray 
Davis cites his record on gay rights 
as one of the best among the na¬ 
tion’s governors. 

“No state in America has made 
more progress than California has 
under my administration,” Davis 
said during a March 18 interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter. 

He dismissed complaints from 
some within the gay community 
who argue he has not gone far 
enough, saying, “I think the facts 
suggest otherwise.” 

“Some people would like to see 
us go further, yes. But that is the 
nature of advocacy. The last thing 
you want to do if you are an advo¬ 
cate is say the governor is doing a 
good job,” added Davis. 

In 1999, Davis ended the Re¬ 
publican’s 16-year hold over the 
governorship. His Republican op¬ 
ponent Bill Simon, a wealthy busi¬ 
nessman, wants to wrest it back 
this November. 

The two men are polar oppo¬ 
sites in regards to supporting gay 
rights. Simon has already said he 
will not support any legislation 
dealing with sexual orientation. 

Then there is Davis, who signed 
into law nearly a dozen bills pro¬ 
tecting or expanding equal rights 
for gays and lesbians. One of his 
first acts as governor was to sign

into law AB26, establishing the na¬ 
tion’s first statewide registry for 
domestic partnerships. Last year, 
he signed into law AB25, which ex¬ 
panded the rights same-sex cou¬ 
ples receive as domestic partners. 

Other gay-rights laws Davis 
signed expanded voting rights, 
added protections for queer stu¬ 
dents, prohibited discrimination 
in employment and housing on 
the basis of sexual orientation, 
and strengthened penalties for 
hate crimes. 

Administratively, Davis re¬ 
voked a state policy that denied 
gays and lesbians the ability to 
adopt children in the foster care 
system. And he has signed gay 
Pride proclamations each year, 
this year adding “transgender” for 
the first time. 

And this month Davis directed 
his staff to review how the state 


could enact a civil union law. While 
he did not make an outright com¬ 
mitment to signing civil union leg¬ 
islation, many gay rights support¬ 
ers see his decision to review the 
issue as a step toward such a policy. 

“It takes real courage for the 
governor to stand up in an elec¬ 
tion year. That is how you know 
who your friends are and who 
your friends are not,” said Scott 
Svonkin, spokesman for Assem¬ 
blyman Paul Koretz (D-West Hol¬ 
lywood), “This is a real sign of his 
commitment to the gay and les¬ 
bian community and to commu¬ 
nities that look and are different 
than the religious right.” 

It is in character with how the 
governor approaches governing. 
To draw on the well-known chil¬ 
dren’s parable, he is more like the 
tortoise than the hare. 

“I move at my own deliberate 
pace. But, we have moved moun¬ 
tains in advancing the rights and 
responsibilities of gays and les¬ 
bians,” said Davis. “And no other 
state is anywhere near where we 
are. So people can quarrel about 
the pace but they can’t quarrel 
about the fact we have set the race.” 

While Davis may not move fast 
enough for some advocates, 
Simon likely will not move at all 
to advance gay rights. 

“It is not exactly a difficult 
choice,” said jean Harris, executive 
director of the California Alliance 
for Pride and Equality, on which 
candidate to support. ▼

SF supervisors give 
final OK to housing bill

n affordable housing ordi¬ 
nance championed for years 
Supervisor Mark Leno 
won final approval by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
Monday, March 25 and now heads 
to the mayor’s office. If signed by 
Mayor Willie Brown the new law 
would take effect 30 days later. 

The ordinance passed its sec¬ 
ond reading on a vote of 11 -1, the 
same as the first vote on March 18. 
In both cases, Supervisor Tony 
Hall was the lone dissenter. 

Leno noted that his plan was 
the “first major piece of affordable 
housing legislation that has come 
before the district-elected Board 
of Supervisors.” 

The ordinance mandates hous¬ 
ing requirements for all residential 


development of 10 units or more. 
Projects requiring a conditional use 
permit, planned unit developments, 
and live-work projects would be re¬ 
quired to provide 12 percent af¬ 
fordable units. All other residential 
developments would have to pro¬ 
vide 10 percent affordable units. 

Leno’s legislation sets afford¬ 
ability levels at 60 percent of medi¬ 
an income for renters and 100 per¬ 
cent of median income for home 
buyers. At 2002 income levels, a 
single renter could not earn more 
than $36,150 annually to qualify to 
rent an affordable unit. A family of 
two renters with both people 
working could earn no more than 
$41,350 annually, or about $9.50 
per hour each. A family of four 
renting their home could earn only 
$51,650 or less to qualify. A single 
home buyer could not earn more 
than $60,250 annually. 


The ordinance had broad sup¬ 
port among housing advocates, 
Leno pointed out. Hall opposed it 
because he felt the plan was puni¬ 
tive and said residential developers 
were being driven from the city. 

Another aspect of the ordi¬ 
nance offers three options for de¬ 
velopers to meet the affordability 
requirement. These include: 

• On-site: developers may con¬ 
struct affordable units within 
their market-rate development. 

• Off-site: Developers may con¬ 
struct the affordable units at a dif¬ 
ferent site and if so, must build an 
additional 5 percent of affordable 
units over the on-site requirement. 

• In lieu fee: Developers may 
pay a fee to the Mayor’s Office of 
Housing that is equivalent to the 
number of off-site units the pro¬ 
ject applicant would be required 
to build. T

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BAUF hears from ACLU

S peaking of the aftermath of 
September 11 and the dan¬ 
gers people in the United 
States face because of sweeping 
anti-terror laws, Anthony 
Romero, head of the national 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
told a LGBT lawyers group in San 
Francisco last week that if liberties 
are eroded, then the “terrorists 
have won ” 

Romero, the first Latino and 
openly gay head of the venerable 
civil rights organization, was the 
keynote speaker at the 22nd annu¬ 
al dinner of Bay Area Lawyers for 
Individual Freedom, held March 
21 at the Hyatt Embarcadero. 
Romero assumed his duties at the 
New York-based ACLU offices just 
days before the terrorist attacks. 

“We all watched on September 
11 as those two planes [crashed] 
into the World Trade Center. We 
watched as thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans were brutally murdered,” 
Romero said. “Civil libertarians 
are just like everyone else.” 

But, Romero cautioned, “hard 
core” American values such as due 
process, fairness, and democracy 
face challenges from those in gov¬ 
ernment. “We must remind our¬ 
selves that ifs not those liberties that 
are at fault,” he said. “If we erode lib¬ 
erties, the terrorists have won.” 

He cited the detention of thou¬ 
sands of men of Muslim or Arab 
descent and other actions taken by 
the Bush administration since 
September 11. Romero also re¬ 
called the mistake the government

made during World War II when 
it sent thousands of Japanese 
Americans to internment camps. 

“We must never allow this to 
be repeated,” he said, adding that 
the ACLU stood up against the in¬ 
ternment camps in the 1940s. 

“We do not know how many 
have been arrested and detained 
after September 11,” he said, 
adding that the ACLU has filed 
lawsuits in New York and Michi¬ 
gan, among other states. 

Today, the ACLU faces the in¬ 
creasingly difficult task of trying 
to fight the administration on 
proposals and laws that seek to 
give authorities greater power at 
the expense of civil liberties. 

“We saw in record time a 342- 
page piece of legislation [passed] 
that cuts at those same values,” 
Romero told the audience, refer¬ 
ring to the US Patriot Act that was 


signed into law shortly after the 
attacks. “A new crime - domestic 
terrorist - is so broad that it could 
be used against legitimate demon¬ 
strators like ACT UP and others. 
We saw the standards governing 
surveillance of telephones and the 
Internet lowered. 

“We thought the attorney gener¬ 
al and president would relent, then 
we heard about the 6,000 Muslims 
‘invited’ in for questioning.” 

Romero has taken the bold 
step of writing to embassies and 
consulates of other countries in an 
effort to find out information 
about those being detained. To 
date, the process has been slow, 
but productive. The ACLU also 
hired a documentary filmmaker 
who has been able to “help paint a 
human face of some detainees. 
Now we have voices and faces of 
some detainees.” 

Romero also used his speech to 
warn that increased restrictions 
on rights could affect queers, too. 

“Many [laws] begin with a 
focus on immigrants, but the laws 
could be used on our own civil 
rights,” he noted. “Lower stan¬ 
dards for judicial review - it’s our 
own communications that could 
be imperiled. They could use these 
to enforce sodomy laws, which are 
in existence in over 14 states.” 

Responding to critics who say 
the ACLU is out of touch with 
most of the country, Romero said 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. “The last time I checked, the 
Constitution included free 
speech,” he said. “I think it’s our 
very same opponents who are out 
of touch.” T 
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Pedophile doesn’t mean gay 


A s the Catholic Church struggles with 
the current wave of sexual abuse alle¬ 
gations involving its priests, it is ap¬ 
parent that if the church had its way, the 
blame would lie squarely on gay priests. 
This is not only terribly wrong, but once 
again shows that the Catholic Church will 
stop at nothing to continue the secrecy that 
protects the institution and obscures its role 
in shielding priests accused of child mo¬ 
lestation. 

This flawed approach will do nothing to 
help the situation; indeed, a giant dose of 
honesty is needed from the church hierar¬ 
chy as dioceses across the country grapple 
with revelations that another priest has ad¬ 
mitted he molested children years ago or 
that survivors of childhood sexual abuse by 
priests are coming forward, sometimes 
breaking confidentiality agreements in legal 
settlements so that they can speak out about 
what happened to them. 

The public must realize that, as these sto¬ 
ries unfold, pedophilia and homosexuality 
are separate issues. We are compelled to ad¬ 
dress this subject because there seems to be 
a growing undercurrent of homophobic as¬ 
sumptions in mainstream reports about the 
Catholic sex scandals that makes us ex¬ 
tremely uncomfortable. 

It started with a statement from the Vat¬ 
ican a few weeks ago in which its official 
spokesman suggested that blame for clergy 
sexual abuse lay on gay priests. It was also 
suggested that the crisis is a symptom of 
American culture’s obsession with sexual 
matters and is limited to the American 
church. That sentiment continued this week 
with a story in the New York Times about the 
largest Catholic seminary in the country, the 
University of St. Mary of the Lake. There, 
seminary leaders are actively attempting to 
expel potential priests who may have gone 
to gay bars. While they say that being ho¬ 
mosexual is not grounds for rejection, par¬ 
ticipation in a “gay lifestyle” - whatever that 
means - is. 

It is this sort of reasoning on the part of 
the Catholic Church that disturbs us. As 
Times columnist Maureen Dowd so accu¬ 
rately noted this week, “Homosexuality and 
pedophilia are not the same thing, and the 
Vatican makes matters worse by seeming to 


conflate the two. Moreover, child sexual 
abuse is not an orientation - it’s a behavior 
and a crime.” 

There is no doubt that many of the vic¬ 
tims have suffered anguish and pain 
over what has happened to them, 
and the Catholic Church must 
confront the allegations, report 
them to law enforcement, and 
provide treatment for those who 
need it. The Catholic Church should 
not be above the law. And for too many 
years, church leaders have covered up 
abuse allegations and know¬ 
ingly and repeatedly trans¬ 
ferred priests to unsuspecting 
parishes. That is wrong. 

Richard Sipe, a psychotherapist and for¬ 
mer Benedictine monk and priest who has 
written extensively about sexuality and the 
clergy, told Dowd, “If a 30-year-old man 
abuses a 7-year-old girl, you don’t hit your¬ 
self on the head and say, ‘That dirty hetero¬ 
sexual.’” 


The Catholic Church must look inward 
and address a culture of secrecy and denial 
that is pervasive. Dignity USA, a national 
organization of LGBT Catholics, agrees, and 
Mary Louise Cervone, its president, pre¬ 
dicted that the Vatican’s blaming of gay 
priests would persuade few Catholics. 
“Members of our church know the 
difference between abuse of children 
and a healthy, mature sexuality. They 
see the sex abuse issue for what it is - 
a symptom of a repressive, arrogant 
^ system that sees self-preservation as 
more important than caring 
for individuals.” 

Catholic leaders would be 
wise to heed Dowd’s state¬ 
ments and Cervone’s observations. They 
must end the tactic of attempting to link pe¬ 
dophilia with gays. We also believe strongly 
that mainstream news accounts of the sexu¬ 
al scandals must offer more balance, so that 
the public does not confuse pedophilia with 
homosexuality. T

T he bisexual community in San Fran¬ 
cisco got a jolt of energy on Saturday, 
March 9, when we were treated to an 
all-out gala at the new San Francisco LGBT 
Community Center. This fete, entitled “Bi 
and For the People” was organized by one 
of San Francisco’s most visible bi couples, 
the inimitable Drs. Carol Queen and Robert 
Lawrence Morgan. The good doctors gath¬ 
ered several of their finest performer-friends 
for the evening’s entertainment, which took 
place on two whole floors of the center. 

The turnout was better than expected, 
with over 1,500 bisexuals and our allies and 
admirers in attendance. Performers includ¬ 
ed; Annie Sprinkle, who did two fabulous 
shows during the evening; Circo Zero, pro¬ 
viding the evening’s circus-style gymnastic 
entertainment to the sound of live vocals 
and wild applause; Ouchy the Clown, with 
his Porn Clown Posse; and live DJs on the 
third floor, where much dancing took place. 
There were people from local organizations 
and businesses from Good Vibrations to 
Curve magazine to the center’s board of di¬ 
rectors, manning tables in the lobby and 
fourth level to provide info and free goodies 
(hand mirrors, magazines, Hershey’s Kisses, 
and more). The Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence also graced us with their presence, 
and Mark Leno was spotted in the crowd. 

In speaking with Bi and For the People 
party organizer Queen recently, I learned 
that the ball got rolling on throwing this ball 
when Queen and Morgan received a call 
from the center. “Folks at the center, [who 
were] in the process of planning the many 
parties that [happened during the] opening 


week, wanted us to take on the bisexual 
community’s celebration - which, of course, 
we were honored to do,” Queen explained. 
“There’s nothing like a fabulous party to 
help the community celebrate itself and cel¬ 
ebrate being part of a project as significant 
as the new center.” 

She and her co-organizers had some dif¬ 
ficulty in coming up with the name for the 
event. “Of course, the bisexual community 
has this tradition of using cute puns on 
‘bi,’ and I was also trying to make the 
event seem really fancy and fabulous. 

The names just got out of control,” 
she said. “Then Sister Kitty Catalyst 
saved the day and came up with the 
perfect title ‘Bi and For the People!’ 

Very populist.” 

Queen and Morgan organized 
the fete, with the help of 
40 to 50 volunteers, in 
their capacities as 
founders of the Center for 
Sex & Culture, an newly established organi¬ 
zation dedicated to providing sex-positive 
sex education and support to sexually di¬ 
verse populations. (For more info on this or¬ 
ganization, contact mail@carolqueen.com.) 

During the celebration, about 250 people 
received formal recognition, in the form of 
certificates, for their contributions to and for 
the bi community. As one of those who re¬ 
ceived a certificate that night, I have to say 
that this part of the evening was a personal 
highlight and honor. Queen summed up the 
motivation for giving out these certificates 
when she told me, “We [used] the event as 
an opportunity to give certificates of appre¬ 
ciation to individuals who have contributed 
to the bisexual community here and beyond. 
Not organizations - because organizations 


are nothing without the people who make 
things happen. [Instead,] people [were] rec¬ 
ognized for the efforts they’ve made.” 

This event was the first of its kind at the 
center, which had its official grand opening 
during the prior week. It is my hope that the 
center becomes a home and haven to LGBTs 
of every stripe, including, of course, bisexu¬ 
als; and I am excited to announce that the 
Bi and For the People party raised funds in 
part for the center to use in future bisexual 
programming. 

This event was a significant one for me, 
as a bisexual, because of its positive impact 
on the current state of bi visibili¬ 
ty (or lack thereof) in the larger 
LGBT community. Queen ex- 
1 plained this sentiment best 
when she told me about her ini¬ 
tial impressions of LGBT 
politics in San Francisco. 
“When I got to SF [in the 
late 1980s], there was so 
much more bi community than I’d ever 
known, but it was like pulling teeth, usual¬ 
ly, to get included in larger queer commu¬ 
nity things. Many hours of politicking had 
to happen to get the larger community 
ready to be inclusive. Throwing a bi party at 
the center [was] fun and fabulous, but the 
larger implications are really important. 
[T]he center’s presence can only help orga¬ 
nizing in all corners of the queer communi¬ 
ty [and] will further mix us all up, which is 
a good way to help non-bisexuals know us 
and understand our issues.” 

Fabulous entertainment and communi¬ 
ty recognition at a low cost - what more 
could one desire in one evening! It is my 
sincere hope that this event turn into an an¬ 
nual happening. T

If it walks like a duck... 

Despite Tommi Avicolli Mecca’s protests (Mail- 
strom, March 21), Tom Ammiano and his supporters 
are a political machine, albeit one with several miss¬ 
ing cogs. Although they claim to be “progressive,” they 
are actually backwardly focused, looking to a discred¬ 
ited Marxist economic philosophy for inspiration. 

The Ammiano machine’s agenda is anti¬ 
free enterprise, anti-business, anti-middle 
class, anti-home ownership, and anti-de¬ 
mocratic. The last three are symbolized by 
its refusal to accept the overwhelming elec¬ 
toral defeat of Proposition N, which would 
have restricted tenancies-in-common 
(TICs) as a form of home ownership for 
middle income households. Losing at 
the polls, they pressured the Board of 
Supervisors into passing Jake McGoldrick’s version of 
this legislation - which has since been ruled uncon¬ 
stitutional in court. 

This machine insists it wants affordable housing, 
citing Harry Britt’s 1978 rent control law as one of his 
great accomplishments. A recent housing study 
blames that law for the scarcity of rental housing in 
San Francisco and demonstrates that 25 percent of the 
city’s rent-controlled apartments are occupied by 
households with annual incomes of $100,000 or 
more, while less than 10 percent are rented by the 
poorest families. 

Regarding the homeless, this machine favors poli¬ 
cies that enable many of these unfortunates to con¬ 
tinue their destructive behavior. Ammiano wanted to 
compel authorities to give 24-hour warnings before 
removing shopping carts from streets and doorways. 
In contrast. Supervisor Gavin Newsom has developed 
a strategic, comprehensive approach based on suc¬ 
cessful models to assist this vulnerable population and 
Supervisor Tony Hall has proposed legislation that 
provides alternatives to defecation and urination in 
public spaces. 

Finally, Ammiano, during his failed run for mayor, 
said if elected he would “declare war on gentrifica- 
tion,” i.e., attack an entire class of people based on 
their perceived attributes and beliefs. All public offi¬ 
cials, and gay ones in particular, should know the dan¬ 
gers such attacks pose.

together brick by brick when 
some people thou^t it may never 
be accomplished.” 

For the board, Cheu’s hiring is 
the beginning of a new era for it¬ 
self and for the center. 

“We are transitioning from a 
hands-on board to one with an exec¬ 
utive director as CEO,” said Martel. 

It has been a tumultuous year 
for the center’s board. Due to con¬ 
struction delays, the building’s 
grand opening was delayed by six 
months. Negotiations with its first 
choice for an executive director 
broke down in January, prompting 
the board to begin a new search. 

And controversy continues to 
dog the project, with some com¬ 
munity members upset that the 
board named the entire structure 
in honor of Falcon Studios 
founder Charles M. Holmes, 
whose estate donated $1 million 
for the naming rights. 

Plus, some donors who con¬ 
tributed $1,000 early on to the 
project are still smarting from 
having to pay to attend the cen¬ 
ter’s opening gala earlier this 
month. In addition, the board has 
yet to complete its capital cam¬ 
paign, which is $400,000 shy of 
the $15.3 million goal. 

Cheu said one of his first tasks will 
be donor outreach and to work with 
donors who may have concerns. 

“We need to be asking people 
why they gave to the center and 
what will make them continue to 
give to the building,” said Cheu. 

Community outreach in gen¬ 
eral is a key priority for Cheu, who 
said he wants to ensure everyone 
within the LGBT community feels 
at home at the center. Its pro¬ 
gramming should “have some¬ 


thing for everyone,” he said. 

Another priority for Cheu will 
be ensuring the center is self-sus¬ 
taining. He said he wants to see 
the center have “a strong, diversi¬ 
fied funding basis.” 

Martel listed Cheu’s success at 
increasing LYRIC’s operating 
budget by 88 percent as one of the 
reasons he stood out among the 
24 candidates for the job. 

“Their loss will be our gain,” 
she said. 

Apart from revenues generated 
by facility rentals and government 
and foundation funding, Cheu said 
he plans to introduce a member¬ 
ship program to help raise funds. 

“The most successful groups, 
like the Sierra Club, survive be¬ 
cause a majority of their funding 
comes from individuals,” he said. 

The details of such a member¬ 
ship program are still being 
worked out, but Cheu said it will 
be a multi-tiered program, ranging 
from $20 to more premium levels. 

Through the center’s youth 
collaborative, a teaming of more 
than a dozen agencies in the city, 
Cheu has already been involved in

P amela Anderson’s recent an¬ 
nouncement that she has 
contracted hepatitis C may 
have brought the life-threatening 
virus to the public’s attention, but 
healthcare advocates have known 
for quite some time that the dis¬ 
ease has been scourging commu¬ 
nities at alarming rates.

SF mayor, state Senate 
seats up for grabs

T he March 5 primary in San 
Francisco accomplished sev¬ 
eral things - among them 
the fact that the local political wa¬ 
ters are muddier than ever. If, as 
some still think, there are political 
“machines” left in San Francisco, 
then the so-called Burton-Brown 
machine (or at least, what’s left of 
it) certainly got slapped around 
pretty good this month, particu¬ 
larly with the resounding defeat of 
Kimiko Burton, the daughter of 
state Senator John Burton, who 
had been appointed a year ago to 
the public defender post by Mayor 
Willie Brown, the senior Bur¬ 
ton’s longtime friend and 
political ally. 

Then, there is the 
Tom Ammiano machine 
(oops, sorry, the progres¬ 
sives like to call their 
machine a “coalition,” 
don’t they? It’s only a 
machine when 
it applies to 
those other 
guys). Anyway, 
they took it on the chin as well 
when they threw their weight be¬ 
hind the wrong guy, Harry Britt, 
for the 13 th Assembly seat, only to 
watch him lose by a comfortable 
margin to Supervisor Mark Leno, 
the one true independent in that 
four-candidate contest. 

As for the labor machine, well, 
it jumped in bed - checkbook and 
all - with the Ammiano machine 
(sorry, coalition), along with As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden, 
and her checkbook, in an attempt 
to resurrect the long-retired polit¬ 
ical career of former Supervisor 
Britt. With Britt’s loss, that ma¬ 
chine (or what’s left of it) also 
took a convincing kick in the ass. 

To be sure, there were no real 
winners among personalities in 
the local political scene on March 
5, other than likely Assembly- 
member-to-be Leno and Public 
Defender-elect Jeff Adachi. Oh, 
yes, termed-out Assemblywoman 
Migden, running unopposed, won 
the Democratic nomination to the 
1st District Board of Equalization 
seat and is favored to beat her 
GOP opponent in November. 
Migden, however, picked up many 
political enemies by turning 
against longtime friend and polit¬ 
ical ally Leno; so John Burton’s 
Senate seat that she has been eye¬ 
ing for 2004 looks to be a bit fur¬ 
ther from her reach than she 
probably thinks. Migden, ever the 
political realist, must know that 
Leno is the new guy in town and 
nice guy that he is, Leno (to say 
nothing of his staunchest sup¬ 
porters) isn’t likely to soon forget 
that Migden got “down and dirty” 
in the final weeks of the cam¬ 
paign, including sending out a 
mailer accusing Leno of “using 
smear tactics to distort Harry 
Britt’s outstanding record.” But 
what the hell, San Francisco poli¬ 
tics have always been “down and 
dirty” - even among longtime 
friends, I guess. 

So, just where does the March 
5 primary leave local politics? An 
early look: For starters, to replace 
termed-out Mayor Brown, you 
can safely put Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano in 
the race; almost as surely. Super¬ 
visor Gavin Nev/som will be a 
candidate. Add to those two, the 
names of other possibilities such 


as former Supervisors Angela 
Alioto and Barbara Kaufman, 
city Treasurer Susan Leal, Super¬ 
visor Tony Hall, S. F. Police Chief 
Fred Lau, former political con¬ 
sultant (and mayoral candidate) 
Clint Reilly , and possibly District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan, and 
we’ve got ourselves some fun. 

First off, Ammiano, once 
thought to have the political left to 
himself, will possibly have to share 
that vote with Alioto and perhaps 
Hallinan, and might have to share 
much of the LGBT vote with Leal 
- that means big problems for 
Ammiano. 

Chief Lau, who I’m repeatedly 
told is being pushed by heavy-hit¬ 
ting political figures in 
the Asian American 
community (their city¬ 
wide population is 
now in the 35-40 
percent range), 
would be challenging 
Newsom, Kaufman 
and even Leal, for the 
city’s political 
center; a Lau 
candidacy 
would also af¬ 
fect part of Hall’s West of Twin 
Peaks support. 

As for retiring Senator John 
Burton, my Sacramento contacts 
tell me that he quietly told the state 
Democratic Senate Caucus that he 
will not be running for San Fran¬ 
cisco mayor and prefers to spend 
his final two years staying on as 
president pro tern of that body. 

And what about Carole Migden, 
who was once often mentioned as 
a mayoral candidate? Well, as men¬ 
tioned a couple of weeks ago, she 
made that “deal” with Ammiano to 
support him for mayor in return 
for the left’s machine (sorry, coali¬ 
tion) support for the state Senate 
seat, didn’t she? Takes her out of the 
mayoral picture. Brown’s gone next 
year; Migden is out of the show - 
hey, this one could really be fun, es¬ 
pecially with the new instant runoff 
scheme to muck things up. All bets 
on who will emerge as San Francis¬ 
co’s next mayor are immediately 
off. 

As for the 3rd District state 
Senate seat that Burton must va¬ 
cate in 2004: Carole Migden, as I 
said, is clearly very much interest¬ 
ed in this job, and under other cir¬ 
cumstances would be a natural, 
but she pissed off so much of her 
former political base by turning 
against Mark Leno this year that 
she could well be watching the 
2004 Senate contest (and six years 
beyond) from a safe BOE seat for 
the rest of her political career. Yes, 
I’m told Migden says she doesn’t 
have political problems, but I can 
tell you at least a dozen or so 
checkbook gays and lesbians who 
want their names removed from 
her contributor list (you smiling 
yet, Tom?), but that’s a story for 
another day. Migden still might 
run for the Senate seat, but I 
wouldn’t bet on her winning it. 

Can Willie Brown win in the 
3rd Senate District? Possibly, but I 
don’t think he even gets into it. In¬ 
cidentally, the district was recent¬ 
ly redrawn to include some key 
black neighborhoods, but only 
about half of the district is now in 
San Francisco (where the mayor’s 
popularity has plummeted) while 
the remainder is in Marin and 
Sonoma counties. Brown, to be 
sure, still has powerful political al¬ 
lies in labor, but, again. I’m guess¬ 
ing he passes on the race and the 


seat will likely go to someone like 
former S.F. Mayor Art Agnos, 
Marin attorney Chris Moscone 
(son of the late S.F. Mayor George 
Moscone), former Marin Assem¬ 
blywoman Kerry Mazzoni, or 
even the current Assemblymem- 
ber, Joe Nation. The 3rd Senate 
seat election is still two years away, 
but an early tip? Keep an eye on 
both Agnos and Moscone. 

Politics and people 

If there is a new “star” name in 
local politics it has to be J im Ham- 
mer, the 40-year-old openly gay 
assistant district attorney who suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted the notorious 
dog-mauling murder case. I know 
Hammer only socially but find him 
to be a bright, likable, and attrac¬ 
tive young man. If, as some believe, 
his boss, Terence Hallinan, still 
wants to cap off his own political 
career with a run for mayor, look 
for Hammer to become the instant 
favorite to become the next district 
attorney, thereby making him the 
first ever openly gay district attor¬ 
ney in the state, if not the entire 
United States. 

That giant sucking sound that 
GOP political operatives might be 
hearing could be the Simon for 
Governor campaign going down 
the drain (a la Matt Fong) after 
the San Francisco Chronicle’s 
Carla Marinucci reported last 
week that Bill Simon had hired 
Louis “Phil” Sheldon Jr., a chip 
off the old block of his homopho¬ 
bic dad, the anti-gay, anti-choice 
Reverend Lou Sheldon, to help 
the get-out-the-vote effort in 
Simon’s recent primary campaign. 
Those who know the younger 
Sheldon say his old man’s anti¬ 
gay, anti-abortion views pale in 
comparison to Junior’s, who, inci¬ 
dentally, the Simon camp has be¬ 
latedly fired from the campaign. 
Hey, the Sheldon-Simon hookup 
sounds like the perfect matchup 
to me, considering that Simon, if 
you are to be guided by his own 
campaign literature, is as homo- 
phobic as either of the Sheldons. 
One of Simon’s pre-primary e- 
mail messages sent by the younger 
Sheldon soliciting votes from the 
state’s religious right Republicans 
claimed that he (Simon) was “the 
best candidate to undue four years 
of liberalism, homosexuality, and 
anti-family values in California.” 

In San Francisco, BART Direc¬ 
tor Tom Radulovich is quickly 
emerging as a leading candidate to 
replace Supervisor Mark Leno as 
the 8th Supervisorial District rep¬ 
resentative in November. Candi¬ 
dates in the race to succeed As- 
semblyman-to-be Leno would be 
wise to get Leno’s endorsement in 
that he whipped Britt by more 
than 16 percentage points in the 
8th District on March 5. 

Look for longtime Democratic 
Party activist Jane Morrison to 
emerge as the next chair of the S.F. 
Democratic County Central 
Committee. 

New York Senator Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and Mayor 
Willie Brown will host a breakfast 
fundraiser for Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Cruz Bustamante on Friday, 
April 5, 8:30-10 a.m. at the Mark 
Hopkins Hotel ($200; 415-441- 
6900 for tix and info). 

Did anyone notice that on 
March 5, a lesbian attorney, 
Nancy Davis, was elected over¬ 
whelmingly to a seat on the San 
Francisco Superior Court?

Who wrote Kiss of 
the Spider Woman?

March 24, 1986 (16 years ago 
this month): Actor William Hurt 
wins a Best Actor Oscar for por¬ 
traying Molina, a gay man. In the 
film version of Manuel Puig's Kiss 
of the Spider Woman. 

F or much of his early life, Ar¬ 
gentinean novelist Manuel 
Puig dreamed of a brilliant 
career directing films. When that 
goal eluded him, he turned to 
writing literary novels. Ironically, 
it was the movie adaptation of his 
gay-themed novel. Kiss of the Spi¬ 
der Woman, that made him an in¬ 
ternational celebrity. 

Born in 1932, Puig grew up a 
handsome, effeminate boy in a 
small town on the Argentine 
pampa. His earliest memories 
were of going to the movies 
with his mother to see Hol¬ 
lywood imports. At 10, he 
began taking English 
lessons, “because it was the 
language of films.” 

Around the same time, he 
experienced a sexual 
awakening with a 
young male friend. 

Although throughout 
his life his strongest 
emotional and physical ties re¬ 
mained with men, Puig also had 
affairs with women, which he jok¬ 
ingly referred to as his “lesbian” 
flings. 

Puig began pursuing a career 
in the movies after college, when 
he won a scholarship to a presti¬ 
gious film school in Italy. In the 
years that followed, he unsuccess¬ 
fully tried his hand at a variety of 
film-related jobs and penned a 
number of mediocre screenplays 
in English. 

Friends encouraged Puig to 
switch to his native tongue and 
write about experiences close to

him. The result was his first Span- 
ish-language novel. Betrayed by 
Rita Hayworth (1968), a mostly 
autobiographical work about 
a boy who finds comfort 
and escape in the movies. 
The book met with exuber¬ 
ant praise from critics, as 
did his next two novels. 
But just as Puig was 
achieving literary 
recognition, the po¬ 
litical situation in Ar¬ 
gentina deteriorated 
and his novels - 
which often included sharp social 
commentary - could no longer be 
published in his own country. He 
moved to Mexico, where he wrote 
his most famous novel - Kiss of the 
Spider Woman (1976). 

In Spider Woman, Puig’s deep 
love for the movies, his experi¬ 
ences as a gay man, and his politi¬ 
cal views about Argentina all came 
together. The novel centers on the 
relationship of two very different 
men sharing a jail cell in a Latin 
American country - an effeminate 
homosexual arrested for “corrupt¬ 
ing a minor” and a heterosexual 
Marxist political prisoner. Critics 


ranged from lukewarm to cold 
about the novel, which consists 
mostly of dialogue and is pep¬ 
pered with footnotes about ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

It wasn’t until Brazilian direc¬ 
tor Hector Babenco’s 1985 film of 
Kiss of the Spider Woman that 
Puig’s book achieved internation¬ 
al fame. Starring William Hurt and 
Raul Julia, the movie was nomi¬ 
nated for numerous awards. Puig 
should have been thrilled, but, in 
fact, he hated the movie. “La Hurt 
is so bad,” he complained, “she will 
probably win an Oscar.” Hurt did 
indeed take home the Best Actor 
award in March 1986. 

Puig also disliked the musical 
version of Spider Woman, which 
previewed in 1990. He pro¬ 
nounced the playwright, Terrence 
McNally, “a horror” and the entire 
production “a mess.” Critics 
agreed - the play had to undergo a 
massive overhaul before making it 
to Broadway. 

Puig didn’t live long enough to 
see the new version. In July 1990, 
he died in Mexico of cardiac arrest 
following routine gallbladder 
surgery. (There are conflicting sto¬ 
ries about whether he actually 
died from complications of 
AIDS.) Three years later, the revi¬ 
talized Kiss of the Spider Woman 
won seven Tony Awards, including 
Best Musical. T

be in this field,” Joaquin Navarro- 
Valls, spokesman for Pope John 
Paul II, told the New York Times. 

Already, a Chicago-area semi¬ 
nary is asking applicants if they 
have frequented gay bars or clubs 
as a way to filter out homosexuals. 


And it has been reported that 
church officials are developing a 
psychological test to determine if 
men applying to be priests are gay. 

“In fact, there have been secret 
gay societies within the church for 
centuries - in addition to a silent 
tolerance of consensual sexual ac¬ 
tivity between priests and women. 
Is the church going to acknowl¬ 
edge these historical realities?” 


asked commentator Lewis Whit¬ 
tington. 

Then there is the church’s 
mandate that priests must take a 
vow of celibacy. Many within the 
church are now openly question¬ 
ing that policy, with some publicly 
saying it is unrealistic to expect 
men to adhere to such a vow. 

“The question is: do the pre¬ 
sent structures serve us well? For 
the structures are meant to serve 
us and not the other way around. 
Jesus didn’t set up any specific 
structures for the Church, and so 
we must renew and change them 
in our time to enable us to be 
what we are meant to be,” said 
Donal Godfrey during a St. 
Patrick’s Day Mass at Most Holy 
Redeemer in the Castro. 

Could such a change be in the 
church’s future? Possibly. But for 
years the church has denied its 
priests to be sexual beings, and has 
chastised homosexuals for acting 
on their sexual desires. 

Maybe the best that can be 
hoped for is a more ft-ank discus¬ 
sion of sexuality. And a renewed 
push for the church to fully accept 
its gay parishioners. 

“I feel like Sinead O’Connor in 
a way. I want to tear up a picture 
of the pope. That man could, with 
two words, make homosexuality 
all right. Just by saying ‘Let there 
be fags,’” said Jack Fritscher, au¬ 
thor of the novel. What they did to 
the Kid: Confessions of an Altar 
Boy.

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Competing AIDS bike-a- 
thons take toll on organizers

W hen the Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Center an¬ 
nounced that it had cut 
60 jobs last week due primarily 
to the controversy and confusion 
over its involvement with com¬ 
peting bike rides for AIDS fund¬ 
ing, many LGBT people and 
HIV/AIDS advocates reacted 
with hostility and fear. 

It was, after all, foreseeable 
that the center was in for a chal¬ 
lenge when it chose to withdraw 
from Pallotta Teamworks’ Cali¬ 
fornia AIDS Ride, which had 
been known to bring in more 
than $3 million a piece to the 
center and the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation annually. And 
when SFAF and the center decid¬ 
ed to host their own bike ride 
known as AIDS/LifeCycle - 
which first had to endure a law¬ 
suit in order to go forward - it 
was evident that the bitter feud 
would overshadow both 
fundraisers, taking money from 
nonprofits in need. 

News reports about the cen¬ 
ter’s layoffs put the cost of its legal 
battle with Pallotta Teamworks at 
$600,000, and a center employee 
disclosed that AIDS/LifeCycle 
would not make nearly as much 
money as anticipated. 

So it was not unusual that 
many in the Bay Area were con¬ 
cerned that SFAF, the center’s 
partner in the Pallotta battle and 


the new AIDS/LifeCycle event, 
would face a similar fate. 

“We’re nowhere near that,” 
was the word from SFAF 
spokesman Gustavo Suarez, who 
said that the agency had already 
made budget cuts in non-client 
services in order to account for 
what they knew would be “the 
first year in a multi-year event.” 

“Annual events always make 
less money in the beginning,” 
Suarez told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We knew when we went 
into it that it would be an invest¬ 
ment in the future, that there 
might be a short-term loss for 
future long-term gains.” 

Suarez would not put a dollar 
figure to SFAF’s legal costs, 
which he believes could be low¬ 
ered after arbitration with Pal¬ 
lotta Teamworks is completed. 
But he did acknowledge that 
AIDS/LifeCycle has enlisted 
fewer riders than the agency had 
expected; about 1,000 riders have 
signed up, he said, but organizers 
are hopeful for another 500 par¬ 
ticipants. Both SFAF and the 
center blame the deficiency on 
Pallotta Teamworks for engaging 
in what Suarez calls a “deliberate 
effort to confuse the public.” 

“When California AIDS Ride 
organizers vowed to do every¬ 
thing in their power to destroy 
our event, it was the truest state¬ 
ment they ever made,” said 
Suarez, who noted that to this 
day SFAF and the center can still 
be found on store displays as 


beneficiaries of Pallotta’s event. 
“When people are confused, they 
tend to sit out the event.” 

That is apparently true of Pal¬ 
lotta’s event as well; reports indi¬ 
cate that California AIDS Ride is 
also short of projected riders and 
pledges. 

Each rider is expected to raise 
a hefty minimum for both Pal¬ 
lotta’s AIDS Ride ($2,700) and 
AIDS/LifeCycle ($2,500), so a 
shortfall of just a few hundred 
riders could mean a loss of $1 
million or more. Pallotta, evi¬ 
dently counting on such a loss, 
announced on March 11 that it 
would discontinue its AIDS Vac¬ 
cine Rides for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture due to their less-than-prof- 
itable returns. SFAF’s Suarez ac¬ 
knowledged that his agency’s 
budget could change next year 
based upon this year’s 
AIDS/LifeCycle returns; while 
Pallotta’s AIDS Rides were once 
responsible for bringing in a full 
25 percent of SFAF’s annual bud¬ 
get of $24 million, the new 
AIDS/LifeCycle has not yet oc¬ 
curred, making projections im¬ 
possible. 

“Nobody is being laid off this 
fiscal year,” said Sudrez, who 
pointed out that cutbacks hap¬ 
pen for a variety of reasons, and 
it was unlikely that the AIDS 
Ride debacle would be the sole 
cause of any future belt tighten¬ 
ing. “We’re so far away from that; 
anything said on the topic would 
be pure speculation.” T

“I am feeling very confident 
that there is a movement to sup¬ 
port me at the Republican con¬ 
vention. I am working very hard 
to surprise some folks there,” said 
Guerriero, a deputy chief of staff 
in Swift’s administration. 

He faces wealthy businessman 
James Rappaport for the state Re¬ 
publican Party’s nomination dur¬ 
ing the September primary. Both 
men need to gain the party’s 
backing at its convention April 6. 

If he survives the September 
primary and is elected in Novem¬ 
ber, Guerriero would become the 
first openly gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
or transgender lieutenant gover¬ 
nor. He also would be the most 
visible gay Republican elected to 
office in the country. 

“Things are probably moving 
faster today than any day in the 
campaign. Things are full speed 
ahead,” Guerriero told the B.A.R. 
Thursday, March 21, only hours 
after meeting with millionaire 
venture capitalist Mitt Romney. 

Romney, a 55-year-old Mor¬ 
mon, entered into the race only 
hours after Swift dropped out 
Tuesday, March 19. Romney has 
seen his approval ratings soar 
over Swift’s among Massachusetts 
voters due in large part to his suc¬ 
cessfully cleaning up the scandal- 
plagued Salt Lake City Organizing 
Committee and presiding over 
last month’s Winter Olympics. 

Although he could , have 
tapped his own candidate to run 
for lieutenant governor, Romney 
decided to accept whomever the 
party selects to be his running 
mate. 

“The only thing less pre¬ 
dictable than Massachusetts 
weather is Massachusetts poli¬ 
tics,” commented Guerriero. 

If Guerriero makes it to the 
Statehouse, he would become the 
first non-incumbent, openly-gay, 
statewide elected official in the 
country. His chances of making 
political history can only be bol¬ 
stered by becoming Romney’s 
running mate instead of Swift’s 
second-in command. 

Since taking over the governor 
position last summer. Swift has 
been plagued with problems and 
scandals. And this year she has 
been stuck with a budget crisis 
due to the faltering economy. 

“Over the last couple of weeks 
a combination of things con¬ 
fronted the governor. Mainly, the 
fiscal challenge facing the state 
and the looming candidacy of an 
American hero named Mitt Rom¬ 
ney,” said Guerriero. “She made 
the decision to unite the party be¬ 
hind Mitt. I supported her deci¬ 
sion.” 

He said his political acumen is 
the perfect match to Romney’s 
business success and can only 
bolster their chances in defeating 
their Democratic challengers 
come this fall. 

“I bring experience as a state 
legislator and mayor of a city 
which is the perfect compliment 
to his private success story be¬ 
tween business and the 
Olympics,” Guerriero said. 

Whether Republicans feel the 
same way remains to be seen. But 
Guerriero said he feels hopeful 
about his chances of garnering 
the party’s support in April. 

“We are feeling very good and 
we are mobilizing support,” he

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record of the trial, it seems to us 
that sexual orientation was in fact 
the motivating factor behind these 
prosecutions,” the letter states.

F our months after the Egypt¬ 
ian government punished 
23 men with sentences of 
one to five years of hard labor for 
alleged homosexual behavior - a 
crime according to the country’s 
interpretation of Islam - the 
courts were at it again on March 
11, sentencing five men accused of 
consensual homosexual conduct 
to three years of prison and three 
years of subsequent probation. 

The “Damanhour Five,” as they 
have come to be known, were ar¬ 
rested in Damanhour, the capital 
of Al-Behira province, on January 
15. The men faced charges of “ha¬ 
bitual practice of debauchery” and 
were forced to undergo physical 
examinations which according to 
prosecutors found the men to 
have been “used,” or in other 
words, showed evidence that they 
were receptive partners in anal 
sex. Judges deliberated for a mere 
15 minutes before handing down 
the men’s sentences, despite testi¬ 
mony that they were victims of 
torture and forced confessions. 

On March 4, the defendants 
told the court that they were tor¬ 
tured into admitting homosexual 
behavior, and were subjected to 
beatings and electroshock during 
their two months of captivity. 
Meanwhile, on the same day, 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak met with President Bush 
and other United States officials 
during a visit to America, where he 
was welcomed and praised as a 
moderate voice in the Middle East, 
with his hosts “steadily remaining 
silent about Egypt’s persecution of 
suspected homosexuals,” according 
to the International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Human Rights Commission. 

“Egypt is an important ally of 
the United States, and yet the Unit¬ 
ed States remains silent on this 
issue,” said Sydney Levy, spokesman 
for IGLHRC. “President Bush must 
remember that against torture 
there should be no immunity, and 
there can be no neutrality.” 

The LGBT Muslim group Al- 
Fatiha leafleted in front of Wash¬ 
ington’s Ritz Carlton on March 5, 
where President Mubarak was 
scheduled to speak, “in order to 
highlight the human rights abuses 
committed by the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment,” stated Faisal Alam, Al- 
Fatiha’s director. “President 
Mubarak needs to know that his 
policies of persecuting homosex¬ 
uals will not go unchallenged.” 

Some U.S. officials have taken 
initiative and sent letters to Egypt 
condemning the recent wave of ar¬ 
rests and sentencing based upon 
perceived homosexuality. 

A bipartisan coalition of U.S. 
representatives on March 20 is¬ 
sued a letter to Mubarak urging 
him to reverse his government’s 
policy of homosexual persecution. 
The letter was the latest in a round 
of correspondence that began 
after 52 men were arrested last 
August during a raid of a party 
aboard a boat in Cairo. In January, 
a letter from Egyptian Ambas¬ 
sador Nabil Fahmy arrived in re¬ 
sponse, delayed in part because of 
mail screenings due to the anthrax 
threat. Fahmy denied that the men 
in Cairo were arrested on the basis 
of their sexual orientation, and re¬ 
iterated that the charges were 
based upon “contempt of reli¬ 
gion” and “public lewdness.” Last 
week’s response from members of 
Congress rejected that claim.

Mass. Lt. Gov. 
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said. “I am working very, very 
hard to make a surprise, strong 
showing at convention.” 

To date, his being gay has not 
been much of an issue in the race, 
he said. 

“People are more concerned 
on my stand on taxes, improving 
public education, and the envi¬ 
ronment than any personal aspect 
of my story,” he said. 

That could change after the 
convention, when issues such as 
abortion and gay marriage could 
take center stage. While Guerriero 
supports gay marriage, Romney 
has yet to take a stance on the 
issue. 

Gay political observers are tak¬ 
ing a wait and see approach to how 
the race will pan out. Brian Bond, 
executive director of the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund, said the Re¬ 
publican Party has a chance in 
changing its reputation with the 
Guerriero-Rappaport race. 

“With the Republican Party of 
Massachusetts, while more pro¬ 
gressive than most Republican par¬ 
ties, clearly there is a lot of move¬ 
ment that still needs to be done. 
Rappaport is one example of that,” 
said Bond. “1 don’t see Rappaport 
as any friend of the gay communi¬ 
ty. It would be a setback in the Re¬ 
publican Party if Rappaport did 
defeat Patrick in the primary.” 

If he does succeed, Guerriero 
plans to visit San Francisco and 
other California cities to raise 
campaign funds this summer. ▼ 


AIDS Update confab discusses 
prevention, treatment, and care

T he 14th annual National 
HIV/AIDS Update confer¬ 
ence brought several hun¬ 
dred attendees to the Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium last week, 
March 19-22, to learn about the 
current state of the epidemic. 

The theme of this year’s con¬ 
ference, sponsored by the Ameri¬ 
can Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search, was “Prevention, Treat¬ 
ment, and Care: Forging an Inte¬ 
grated Response.” 

“An understanding of treat¬ 
ment options will strengthen pre¬ 
vention education efforts,” said 
conference chair Dr. Mervyn Sil¬ 
verman, a former health director 
in San Francisco. “Likewise, care¬ 
givers need to understand and in¬ 
tegrate prevention outreach into 
the menu of services they provide 
for people with HIV/AIDS.” 
Unlike some of the large sci¬ 


entific AIDS meetings, NAUC - 
which takes place every year in 
San Francisco - focuses on mak¬ 
ing information about 
HIV/AIDS available to front-line 
providers. Participants had the 
chance to hear the latest updates 
on topics such as drug resistance, 
delayed treatment, antiretroviral 
drug side effects, complementary 
and alternative therapies, and 
HIV and hepatitis co-infection. 

Other sessions focused on 
practical issues such as dealing 
with provider burnout, funding, 
employment benefits and hous¬ 
ing for people with HIV/AIDS, 
and program evaluation. There 
were also workshops on cultural¬ 
ly appropriate prevention and 
care for women, youth, transgen- 
dered people, seniors, substance 
users, prisoners, African Ameri¬ 
cans, Native Americans, and rural 
gay men. 

Several presentations looked 
at the politics and practicalities of 


AIDS prevention, including Fri¬ 
day’s keynote address by San 
Francisco Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi (D). Reflecting the 
conference’s harm reduction 
focus, Dave Purchase of the 
North American Syringe Ex¬ 
change Network also spoke at 
Friday’s plenary. A symposium 
on Thursday featuring Dr. Ken¬ 
neth Mayer, Dr. Don Francis, and 
Dr. Jeffrey Klausner from the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health looked at biological 
means of prevention, including 
microbicides and vaccines. 

Reflecting the recent emphasis 
on worldwide HIV/AIDS issues, 
the conference included presen¬ 
tations on the new Global Fund 
for AIDS, Tuberculosis and 
Malaria, and a workshop on drug 
pricing and patents by James 
Love of the Consumer Project on 
Technology and Anne-Christine 
D’Adesky, a writer for amfAR’s 
Treatment Insider. 


One interesting session, pre¬ 
sented by staff from Cannabis 
Helping Alleviate Medical Prob¬ 
lems (CHAMP), looked at the 
medicinal use of marijuana in 
people with HIV/AIDS. Execu¬ 
tive Director Michael Aldrich 
outlined the history of marijua¬ 
na as medicine and key studies 
concerning the herb’s therapeutic 
uses. Melinda Smith described 
the various social and education¬ 
al programs provided by 
CHAMP and how these play an 
integral part in the healing 
process. Tappie Dufresne dis¬ 
cussed different methods of 
cannabis administration and 
their varying therapeutic effects. 
Smoking marijuana is the most 
rapid method of administration. 
Eating brings on the herb’s effects 
more slowly, but they may be 
stronger and last longer. 
Cannabis tinctures are a discreet 
way of using the medicine and 
seem to be especially effective for 
pain. The newest method of mar¬ 
ijuana administration is 
volatilization, in which heat is 
used to release the active compo¬ 
nents of the herb without the 
dangers of inhaling burning 
plant matter. The effects of dif¬ 
ferent strains of marijuana, and 
individual effects on different 
people, can vary widely; CHAMP 
provides education to its mem¬ 
bers to help them determine 
which method is best for them. 

No conference is all work and 
no play. NAUC also provided op¬ 
portunities for networking. A 
gala reception on Wednesday fea¬ 
tured an appearance by Miss 
Universe 2001 Denise Quinones, 
who also gave a keynote address 
and did street outreach in the 
Mission. ▼

You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 
VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zeiit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not Imown at this time. 

CAfi VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid* (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone* (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot* and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion* (triazolam) 

Versed* (midazolam) 

Mevacor* (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor* (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the vims. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant vimses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
dmgs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No dmg interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva^“ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both dmgs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir^^ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects. 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. /\lso, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 
The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease: therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

11 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 
bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist.

Robert Noel speaks out

R obert Noel is confident of 
his chances for appeal. In 
large part, he believes the 
jury’s verdict was unfairly influ¬ 
enced by the prosecution associat¬ 
ing him and his wife with the 
Aryan Brotherhood prison gang. 

In an exclusive print interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter, Noel 
said his case overall presents “seri¬ 
ous issues” for appeal. 

Noel spoke to the B.A.R. from 
San Francisco County Jail on 
Tuesday afternoon, March 26, two 
hours after he arrived back from 
Los Angeles, where the case was 
tried. 

When asked whether he was 


surprised by the verdict, Noel said: 
“I’ve reacted to this verdict the 
same way I’ve reacted to every 
other verdict, take what comes 
and deal with it. Not that it didn’t 
surprise me, but after 34 years [of 
practicing law]. I’m not really sur¬ 
prised by anything a jury does. 

“I was really concerned about 
the impact on Marjorie [Knoller, 
Noel’s wife]. I certainly don’t 
question the sincerity of the jury 
in their deliberations. I was very 
concerned about the [second-de¬ 
gree murder verdict] because I 
thought it was an extremely unfair 
result. I don’t want to go into it 
too much because that will be 
hashed out on appeal.” 

Knoller did not agree to be in¬ 
terviewed by the B.A.R. but she 


told KTVU-TV in an off-camera 
interview that she was “astound¬ 
ed” by the verdicts and wants to 
now concentrate on the appeal. 

Noel said he was able to talk 
with KnoUer during the drive back 
to San Francisco 

“We got to talk off and on for 
five hours,” he explained. “She’s 
maintaining. She’s upset. But she’s 
maintaining,” 

Although Noel declined to go 
into detail about his grounds for 
appeal, he clearly was most dis¬ 
turbed about the prosecution 
connecting him and Knoller with 
the Aryan Brotherhood prison 
gang. Noel and Knoller’s adopted 
inmate son, Paul Schneider, is a 
member of the gang, 
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Trial jurors

to curry favor with the gay com¬ 
munity. 

Strategy backfired 

When asked what he thought 
of Ruiz’s strategy Newton said: 
“Well perhaps she misjudges the 
average person in Los Angeles. She 
maybe thought she was going to 
get some people on the jury to be 
unsympathetic to the prosecution 
because they were trying to pros¬ 
ecute the case of a gay woman 
who was killed. It certainly didn’t 
affect the jury in our sense of what 
had gone wrong. 

“I imagine that in the jury 
there were different points of view 
but there wasn’t anybody at any 
time who expressed any hesitation 
to convict Marjorie Knoller be¬ 
cause she had killed someone who 
is gay,” added Newton. 

When asked about Ruiz bring¬ 
ing up the gay issue, Caroline told 
the B.A.R.: “That was wrong. That 
was so uncalled for. I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve she said that. She thought 
maybe that some people would 
look down on the prosecution.” 

Ruiz suggested that prosecu¬ 
tors were hiding evidence of 
Knoller’s torn sweatshirt sleeve 
that was found mixed up in the 
hallway with Whipple’s torn 
clothes. That evidence bolstered 
Ruiz’s claim that Knoller heroical¬ 
ly fought off her two Presa Ca- 
nario dogs to help save Whipple’s 
life. Lead prosecutor Jim Hammer 
insisted that contrary to Ruiz’s 
claim, he stipulated to the evi¬ 
dence, allowing it to be brought in 
without challenge. 


Newton said the evidence of 
Knoller’s shirtsleeve didn’t hold 
much weight with him. 

“It’s possible that one of the 
dogs, as she was trying to get it 
back in the apartment, chewed up 
the sleeve of her sweater, sure,” 
said Newton. “It doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily at all imply she was lying on 
top of Diane Whipple trying to 
protect her. Certainly there 
weren’t any bite marks around her 
wrist where it was chewed off 

“There wasn’t any reason to 
believe Marjorie with all the con¬ 
tradictions in her story,” Newton 
added. 

The foreman said he was ap¬ 
palled by Ruiz asking Whipple’s 
partner, Sharon Smith, if Smith 
considered whether Whipple 
would still be alive if she filed a 
complaint about the dogs being 
dangerous. 

“Nobody wanted to hear any¬ 
one say that,” said Newton. “This 
was a person without shame. She 
was just totally throwing herself on 
the tracks in order to stop the train. 
None of the jury was sympathetic 
to her at all. They felt that was en¬ 
tirely inappropriate and wrong.” 

Added Caroline: “It was very 
unnecessary to blame someone 
who is grieving a loss like that.” 

Said Newton: “She was desper¬ 
ate because she had a really poor 
case and she made the mistake of 
putting Marjorie Knoller up there 
to contradict herself She was just 
trying to figure out any type of 
smoke screen technique to get 
Marjorie off.” 

IQioller testified in her own de¬ 
fense; Noel did not testify during 
the trial. 

Caroline, 19, said that although 
jurors were turned off by Knoller 


and Noel’s personalities, they 
went on the evidence. 

“And the evidence pointed that 
they were guilty,” she said. “We 
tried not to think of their person¬ 
ality as we deliberated.” 

Newton said the key concept 
for jurors was that of “implied 
malice.” 

“There wasn’t any malice with 
the intent to kill but there was 
with the disregard for human life,” 
the jury foreman said. 

On Wednesday, March 20, ju¬ 
rors announced that they reached 
verdicts on four of the five counts 
against the attorney couple. New¬ 
ton and Caroline said that al¬ 
though the panel was leaning to¬ 
ward convicting on the fifth 
charge, that of second-degree 
murder for Knoller, they decided 
it would be best to break for the 
day on Wednesday and sleep on it 
overnight. When they returned 
for deliberations Thursday morn¬ 
ing, they decided to go ahead with 
convictions on all five counts. 

The verdicts were announced a 
little after 1:30 p.m. last Thursday. 
Noel showed no reaction but 
Knoller gasped when it was an¬ 
nounced that she was guilty of 
second-degree murder. Knoller 
later turned to her parents and ap¬ 
peared to mouth “help” to them 
through the glass partition that 
separates the courtroom and 
spectators. 

Outside court. Smith told re¬ 
porters that although she was 
pleased with the verdicts, there 
could be no joy in it for her be¬ 
cause of the loss of Whipple, her 
partner of seven years. 

Sentencing is scheduled for 
May 10 in San Francisco. The cou¬ 
ple plans to appeal. T

Check mates

With Gay Games VI eight 
months away, few in the GLBT 
sports community are fretting 
over plans for Gay Games VII, set 
for 2006 in Montreal. 

Yet Outsports.corn’s 
Cyd Zeigler Jr. alleges a 
“swirl of controversy” in 
an article that claims 
“questions have been being 
raised as to the ethics of 
their winning bid, specifically 
the presentation of a 
$100,000 check to the 
Federation (of Gay 
Games) by Montreal 
representatives.” 

At the victory pre¬ 
sentation in October 2001, 
Olympic swimmer and honorary 
co-president Mark Tewksbury 
presented a large cardboard check 
for $100,000, promising to pay the 
full amount if they won the bid. 

But despite winning, no pay¬ 
ment has been made to the feder¬ 
ation. Zeigler’s article includes 
quotes from representatives of 
losing bid cities, alluding that the 
check was an unfair inducement 
to give the bid to Montreal. 

But Federation of Gay Games 
officials think differently. 

“Outsports.com was wrong,” 
said federation representative 
Charlie Carson. 

“Mark Tewksbury announced 
that Montreal would be handing 
over four letters of support from 
various government sources after 
the presentation. Mark then said 
that Montreal was ‘ready to sub¬ 


mit a payment of $100,000 as a li¬ 
cense fee advance deposit.’ Mark 
waved a prop check to emphasize 
the last point. Some people have 
misinterpreted that to mean that 
Montreal was also handing over a 
check. What Montreal was saying 
was that, should it be selected, it 
was fully prepared 
to begin making li¬ 
cense payments at 
any time.” 

Eyebrows were raised 
over the initial $1 million fee 
requested for the Games. 
Following the economic 
fallout, and other fac¬ 
tors, the federation re¬ 
duced the fee to U.S. 
$650,000. 

But some think the 
true value of the Gay Games has 
been under-estimated, 

“The bidding process for the 
Gay Games has changed substan¬ 
tially since the first truly compet¬ 
itive bidding took place in 1993 
for Gay Games V,” said Carson. 

“The economic impact state¬ 
ment released by the New York 
City Mayor’s Office following Gay 
Games IV in 1994 was an indica¬ 
tion that the right to host the Gay 
Games was vastly undervalued. 
The federation also received pri¬ 
vate professional advice about 
how to set fair market value for 
host license fees. The federation 
changed the bidding process ac¬ 
cordingly for the 2002 Gay 
Games. 

“All 2006 bidding organiza¬ 
tions based their budgets on the 
U.S. $650,000 license fee between 
the federation and Sydney 2002. 


The 2006 bidding organizations 
were told in advance that they 
should minimally anticipate that 
the license fee for 2006 would not 
be lower.” 

As to the 2006 initial pay¬ 
ments, the federation is hardly de¬ 
manding an immediate payment. 

“The tentative date for an 
agreement between the federation 
and Montreal 2006 on the con¬ 
tract for Gay Games VII is during 
the federation’s upcoming annual 
meeting, which will be held this 
July in Vancouver,” said Carson. 
“This timeline would have been 
the same no matter which of the 
four bidding organizations had 
won the right to host the 2006 Gay 
Games.” 

So, what’s all the fuss? Perhaps 
Zeigler’s having once been on the 
board of the Los Angeles bid com¬ 
mittee has something to do with 
it. 

One losing bidder called the 
Canadian check, “unsavory. Los 
Angeles 2006 certainly wouldn’t 
have done it that way,” Shamey 
Cramer, the head of the Los Ange¬ 
les 2006 committee, told Out- 
sports.com. “Of course they were 
trying to influence the vote.” 

Los Angeles may not have done 
it that way, but its bid proposal did 
include a “tribute to Buzby 
Berkley,” and erroneous claims 
that the movie choreographer was 

gay- 

Outsports.com recently be¬ 
came the sports content provider 
for Genre magazine and the 
merged gay Web sites Gay.com 
and Planetout.com.

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San Mateo seeks medical 
marijuana voiunteers

A groundbreaking study is 
currently enrolling at the 
San Mateo County Health 
Center to examine the safety and 
feasibility of smoked marijuana 
for managing pain due to HlV-re- 
lated nerve damage. The study is 
expected to last for more than a 
year, but only a few individuals 
will be enrolled at a time for six- 
week periods until a total of 60 
participants have completed the 
stud/. 

Despite the fact that Proposition 
215 allows for the use of medical 
marijuana in California, federal of¬ 
ficials have consistently blocked 
most research on medicinal 
cannabis. Several reports - includ¬ 
ing one released by the Institute of 
Medicine in 1999 - have acknowl¬ 
edged the medicinal value of the 
herb. However, the Supreme Court 
ruled last May that, “In the case of 
the Controlled Substances Act, the 
statute reflects a determination that 
marijuana has no medical benefits 
worthy of an exception.” 

San Mateo County Supervisor 
Mike Nevin, who was a San Fran¬ 
cisco police inspector for nearly 30 
years, worked for two years to get 
the study under way; five federal 
agencies and one state agency had 
to approve the research. 

“I see this study as a milestone, 
a first step, toward the day when 
this drug will be available for doc¬ 
tors to prescribe for people who 
are suffering great pain,” Nevin 
said. 

In the pilot study, led by Dr. 
Dennis Isra'elski, participants will 


be assigned to receive either med¬ 
ical marijuana or the standard of 
care for peripheral neuropathy. 
Volunteers assigned to the mari¬ 
juana arm will smoke medical- 
grade cannabis obtained from the 
hospital pharmacy under staff su¬ 
pervision in a specially designed 
room. The county has ordered 300 
marijuana cigarettes from the Na¬ 
tional Institute on Drug Abuse, the 
sole legal supplier of cannabis for 
medical research. Those in the 
standard of care group must agree 
to refrain from using marijuana for 
the initial six weeks of the study, 
but will then be offered a six-week 
course of medical cannabis. 

Prospective participants must 
be at least 18 years old, on stable 
anti-HIV therapy, and have used 
marijuana in the past; there are no 
CD4 cell count or viral load crite¬ 
ria. Volunteers may not have active 
opportunistic illnesses, psychiatric 
conditions, or a history of alcohol 
or drug addiction. Women may 
not be pregnant or breast-feeding 
and participants must agree to use 
effective birth control during the 
study. 

In addition to looking at the ef¬ 
fectiveness of marijuana for neu¬ 
ropathic pain, the study will also 
gather data on appetite, body 
weight, nausea, and quality of life. 
If results are encouraging, the re¬ 
searchers hope to conduct addi¬ 
tional medical cannabis research 
in the future. T

ter, and the good news is that the 
mammoth life-history does not 
stint on discussing Gielgud’s ho¬ 
mosexual life. In the ’40s, Gielgud 
“contented himself with occa¬ 
sional cottaging (random homo¬ 
sexual pickups involving 
strangers) around the public rest 
rooms of Chelsea and Westmin¬ 
ster, depending as often as not on 
the kindness of strangers, and 
thereby falling into a sexual pat¬ 
tern that was, in barely 10 years’ 
time, to bring about the greatest 
crisis of his personal and profes¬ 
sional life.” 

Morley also reveals British 
actor Sir Ralph Richardson as 

initially “very uneasy about John’s 
homosexuality; only a few seasons 
earlier, when Olivier had suggest¬ 
ed for Othello that it might be 
rather clever to play lago gay, 
Richardson had simply and word¬ 
lessly left the theater for two en¬ 
tire days, thereby conveying the 
unmistakable message that he 
wasn’t getting involved in any¬ 
thing like that, even onstage.” 

But by 1953, Richardson and 
Sir Laurence Olivier were “feel¬ 
ing uneasy” about Gielgud’s omis¬ 
sion from the knighthood honors. 
“Both actor-knights put the case 
to Churchill, who overcame 
whatever official doubts there 
might have been about Gielgud’s 
reasonably well-known, if still 
never publicly acknowledged, ho¬ 
mosexuality.” 

Britain’s angry young men 
were still outspokenly homopho¬ 
bic. Playwright John Osbourne; 
‘The first thing that struck me 
about the London stage was its 
domination at every level by 
poufs.” Drama critic Kenneth 
Hurren Jcvetc/ied about parties “at 
which there were more fag-ends 
walking around the rooms than in 
the ashtrays.”

SF art galleries in March

I nside 49 Geary Street, an ele¬ 
vator label whose font doesn’t 
quite match the others identi¬ 
fies the new boy in town, Gregory 
Lind, whose gallery opened on the 
fifth floor last month with a 
strong inaugural show of Ten 
Artists from Provincetown, featur¬ 
ing 10 artists with roots in Cape 
Cod. Especially powerful is the 
sculpture of Janice Redman,

whose play with transparency of 
fabrics and the objects semi-hid¬ 
den beneath them recalls the early 
work of Bruce Conner; and the 
gorgeous blurred flower C-prints 
(“love letters of a brief yet pas¬

tographer Frank Yamrus. The 
show continues through April 26. 

A number of other exhibitions 
are about to close to make way for 
new shows opening on the First 
Thursday in April. Among these 
are a retrospective of Italian- 
American painter John Grillo, 
closing at the Museo ItaloAmeri- 
cano at Building C, Fort Mason 
this Saturday, March 30. Coinci¬ 
dentally also a longtime resident 
of Cape Cod, the octogenarian 
Grillo helped curator emeritus 
Bob Whyte to organize the exhi¬ 
bition. His abstractions from the 
mid-’40s recall the surrealist 
swirls of Picabia or Matta, and 
also reflect his time spent during 
that era with California School of 
Fine Arts (now the San Francisco 
Art Institute) instructors such as 
David Park and Clay Spohn. Men¬ 
tored by Hans Hofmann after 


moving East, Grillo went through 
a brilliantly-hued geometric peri¬ 
od as well. And, like Diebenkorn, 
he moved from abstract into fig¬ 
urative work later in his career, 
but his late work lacks the energy 
of the ’40s paintings. There is, 
however, the occasional excep¬ 
tion, such the large-scale drawing 
Charcoal Tango (1986), in which a 
straight artist toys with androgy¬ 
nous images of same-sex dancers. 

Pushpin logic 

Paule Anglim has installed new 
work by Rigo 02, the Portuguese- 
born artist whose name changes 
with the year. He is best-known for 
his larger-than-life murals around 
town {SKY/GROUND on an archi¬ 
tectural wall at Third and Mission, 
or his ONE TREE at the freeway 
ramp at Ninth and Brannan, for 
example.) His new work is a throw¬ 
back to his earlier use of pushpins 
to form a Lego kind of 2-D, 3-D 
portrait, with the same precision of 
his murals, which are like gigantic 
commercial graphics. Studies for 
the portraits, which show the artist 
working out the value relationships 
in black-and-white, are installed 
near the “paintings.” The gallery is 
dominated by an enormous, digi¬ 
tally-generated mural of a black- 
and-white moonscape with an ar¬ 
mored rhinoceros. Closes March 
30 at 14 Geary Street. 

Also closing this Saturday at 49 
Geary is Transmogrified, an installa¬ 
tion of sculptures resembling sur¬ 
veillance devices, by Stephanie Syju- 
co at Haines Gallery. Handsome as 
sculptures, the brainless security 
monitors staring at each other in 
the corners of the gallery lack the 
irony of Julia Scher’s actual surveil¬ 
lance detectors, for instance. I pre¬ 
ferred her exquisite Iris prints from 
the series Comparative Morpholo¬ 
gies, as seen last summer in Lifelike 
at New Langton Arts. They are 
witty, 19th-century-looking scien¬ 
tific diagrams on aged paper, of 
what turn out to be pieces of tele¬ 
phones and computers rather than 
dried biological specimens. 

Bucheon Gallery in Hayes Val¬ 
ley has just opened a group show 
of artists working in a storytelling 
mode, called Inspiring Narratives. 
Among the works on display, by 
East Coast and West Coast artists, 
are the remarkable miniature 
artists’ studios of New Yorker Joe 
Fig. His scale models of Clyfford 
Still and Barnett Newman at work 
in their studios are remarkable ac¬ 
complishments on their own, and 
the photographs that Fig shoots of 
them (Newman viewed through a 
window in profile, pondering a 
minimalist painting, cigarette in 
hand) make them artful. The 
often-overlooked local painter M. 
Louise Stanley is represented by 
two whimsical works on canvas, 
including one inspired by an ex¬ 
perience in a Barcelona gallery, 
when a very pregnant woman 
went into labor in a gallery full of 
carved Madonnas. The show con¬ 
tinues through April 28 at 540 
Hayes Street. T

Jodie Foster seeks refuge in David Fincher's 'Panic Room'

I n the new home-alone thriller 
Panic Room, Jodie Foster and 
newcomer Kristen Stewart 
play mother and daughter look¬ 
ing for upscale digs after ditching 
dad. Foster’s character, Meg Alt¬ 
man, has the blank check of a 
good divorce settlement, and be¬ 
fore you can say gay single parent, 
three floors of a newly vacant 
New York brownstone belong to 
Jodie and the kid. Now, whether 
Jodie is gay or not is none of our 
business — as she herself says in 
the March issue of Premiere, “I’ve 
always chosen not to talk about 
my personal life. It just kind of 
trivializes it when you see it in 
print.” Whatever! It would have 
been better for audiences of Panic 
Room for Jodie to be cast as a les¬ 
bian mom, in order to offset the 
coldly efficient banality that lies 
at the heart of director David 
Fincher’s storm-the-castle pas¬ 
sion play. 


It takes less than 15 minutes 
for most movie memories to click 
onto the obvious: Panic Room is a 
high-tech remake of Wait Until 
Dark, Terence Young’s thrill- 
charged 1967 caper about a blind 
woman’s successful attempt to 
stop three thugs from grabbing a 
heroin-filled doll left in her apart¬ 
ment by an absent boyfriend. 
Audrey Hepburn, never lovelier, 
slowly realizes that she’s fallen for 
a slick line from a charming con 
man (Richard Crenna). So when 
the attack comes, it’s not merely 
her home and life that are threat¬ 
ened, but a naive blind lady’s abil¬ 
ity to trust strangers and to live 
an independent life — not so bad 
a theme from a director most 
known for the early films in the 
James Bond canon (Dr. No, From 
Russia With Love and Thunder- 
ball). Wait Until Dark features 
one of the screen’s scariest mood¬ 
swinging tour de force perfor¬ 
mances, from Alan Arkin, who 
slithers from charming to psy¬ 
chotic as easily and with less fuss 
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than most of us would switch 
from boxers to briefs. The film’s 
climax, with the dying Arkin 
leaping out of the shadows at 
Hepburn, was a heart-stopper 
when first glimpsed at Radio City 
Music Hall, and I suspect the 
scene would play as well at the 
Castro. 

High security 

Panic Room forfeits a chance at 
a trust-shattered bond when the 
filmmakers fail to stage a cute 
meet between Jodie and the 
“good” bad guy, played with nice¬ 
ly-parsed hints of underlying de¬ 
cency by Forest Whitaker. 
Whitaker’s character is a high- 
tech security expert who under¬ 
stands the ins and outs of the 
brownstone’s hidden feature — a 
castle keep-like secret room that 
enables the owners to withstand 
outside threats, like the bunker- 
style Situation Room at the White 
House. Early on, it’s established 
that Jodie and Whitaker are doing 
what they’re doing for the sake of 
their kids — a betrayal on this 
level is great fuel for a thrill-a- 
minute movie ride. 

Otherwise, Panic Room per¬ 
fectly tracks Dark, with its abra¬ 
sively annoying bad guy Jared 
Leto (Jack Weston in Dark), 
whose snivelly whining makes 
him a perfect target to be put out 
of his misery fast before the going 
gets tough. Mr. Nasty is country 
singer Dwight Yoakam, who goes 
ethnic (Raoul) with some 
panache, but never manages to 
massage our g spot (grossout 
sadism) as well as Arkin. Easy to 
spot that Raoul will be puppy 
chow by the end, and it won’t be 
pretty. 

Panic Room's trump card 
should Jodie, one tough and 
smart lady. She’d withstand glob¬ 
al warming, a new Ice Age, or a 
more genetically virulent form of 
genital herpes. To make her Meg 
more audience-friendly, though, 
you need a chink in the armor, a 
believable degree of vulnerability, 
as is on display in her best films. 
Taxi Driver, Five Corners and The 
Accused. Instead, we get her ver¬ 
sion of Sigourney Weaver, say in 
Alien III (the Fincher-directed se¬ 
quel). 

When a suspense film is star- 
driven (as was Wait Until Dark), 
you have to savor the assault on 
the actor’s screen persona and 
what it yields (the urbanity of 
Cary Grant shining through at¬ 
tacks of cropdusters and less- 
than-dignified tours of Lincoln’s 
sinus cavities), or else discover an 
appealing flip-side to an actor’s 
repertoire (the darker side of 
Jimmy Stewart that emerged with 
Hitchcock, or in the existential 
Westerns of Anthony Mann.) If 
there is a dyke-like quality to 
Jodie’s screen presence (whether 
or not it’s a reflection of life), 
then go with it and give her a fe¬ 
male partner to defend, or con¬ 
versely let the kid (whom we first 
glimpse as an appealingly an¬ 
drogynous skateboarding punk- 
ette) be the top and rescue Jodie. 
You can’t let the needs of a star’s 
ego pre-determine where the 
story has to go. Brad Pitt and Ed 
Norton left their star baggage be¬ 
hind and let us enjoy their tex¬ 
tured and highly homoerotic take 
on their (Fincher-directed) Fight 
Club characters. The play’s the 
thing — that’s all they owe us. T 


Panic Room opens Friday.

ome dreams ruin being 
awake, if you know the dif- 
> s ' ference; best not to.” The an¬ 
swer to the riddle posed by that 
quote is contained in the very 
funny, very literate and ultimately 
haunting new film Big Bad Love, a 
first-time directing effort from 
actor Arliss Howard. The film also 
represents a return to the screen 
(she hates hearing it called a 
comeback) after a six-year ab¬ 
sence by Howard’s wife, actress 
Debra Winger. 

As boozy writer Leon Barlow, 
Howard papers his bathroom 
with rejection letters, barely re¬ 
members to feed his mangy yeller 
dog, and drives his Mississippi 
mama (Angie Dickinson), ex-wife 
(Winger) and kids crazy wonder¬ 
ing if he’ll return home alive ft-om 
his latest round of bar-hopping. 
Based on the short fiction of 
Larry Brown, Big Bad Love takes 
the oxymoron out of “literary 
film,” shows that not all the great 
writers in Oxford, Mississippi are 
dead writers, and, as a screening 
buddy sighed, for a few sultry mo¬ 
ments makes Rosanna Arquette 
appear like Sophia Loren. 

One of the film’s many charms 
is how many career revivals it 
hosts. Besides Arquette and 
Winger (watching these two 
dames chew up the screen with 
merely a fruit salad as a prop re¬ 
minds one of the grand days 
when Walter Matthau could com¬ 
mand our rapt attention chewing 
gum), there is the considerable 
pleasure of seeing Dickinson play 
one of the most formidable big 
mamas to stalk Faulkner country 
in the last half-century. 

Howard himself continues to 
make good acting look all too 
easy. He’s quoted in the produc¬ 
tion notes as claiming that “if 
properly hydrated, a movie actor 
spends more time urinating than 
he does acting.” Needless to say, he 
doesn’t fail to show us Leon tak¬ 
ing a wicked piss. Back in the days 
when he seemed to be competing 
for “the best boyfriend” award op¬ 
posite Jessica Lange {Men Dont 
Leave) or Goldie Hawn (Criss- 
Cross), Howard understood that 
the finest acting is often just good 
listening. In Big Bad Love, 
Howard’s Leon plays the B-side of 
the record, allowing Winger and 
Dickinson to read him to filth for 
being the most useless kind of 
husband/son, whose only talents

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are writing down the misery he’s 
caused others, housepainting, and 
the ability to find the coldest case 
of beer in the back of the cooler. 

As an aspiring director, 
Howard has apprenticed under 
the best: Spielberg, Stone, 
Kubrick. “So when I wasn’t piss¬ 
ing, I was watching.” Like Spiel¬ 
berg, Howard surrealistically 
reimagines an ordinary land¬ 
scape, and with the assistance of 
cinematographer Paul Ryan 
(whose early work included a 
documentary on Salvador Dali) 
performs the kind of magic on¬ 
screen that Sister Wendy ascribes 
to the painter Jackson Pollock. 
She suggests Pollock’s 1953 canvas 
“The Deep” contains mysteries 
beyond what is visible, “perhaps 
the depths of the psyche.” 

Like James Wood’s disgraced 
photojournalist Richard Boyle in 
tone’s Salvador, Howard creates 
an antihero seemingly beyond re¬ 
demption, whose very profession¬ 
al failings draw us in. At one point, 
Leon receives a rejection letter for 
a story that was ever so close to 
publication. “No one here with the 
magazine could quite imagine 
what you meant by the title, 
‘White Girls With Black Asses.’” 


As with the best of Kubrick, 
Howard invests Leon’s feckless 
journey with a nice satirical brush. 
As Arquette’s Velma drawls to Leon 
upon his release from the county 
pokey, “Did you get raped in jail?”

Letters to Montgomery Clift by

ike Saul Bellow’s Herzog, the 
main character in Noel Alu- 
mit’s novel, Letters to Mont¬ 
gomery Clift, is a compulsive let¬ 
ter-writer. Unlike Bellow’s world- 
weary professor, however, Alu- 
mit’s Bong Bong Luwad is a 
young man who is just starting 
out in life, and who does so with¬ 
out the foundation of a home or 
family. The child of Filipino par¬ 
ents whose lives are destroyed by 
the Marcos regime. Bong Bong is 
an exile, shipped off by his moth¬ 
er to live with an aunt in the rela¬ 
tive safety of the United States. It 
is Bong Bong’s separation from 
everything that he knows that sets 
him upon a long and painful 
quest to learn who he is. 

Letters to Montgomery Clift is 
Alumit’s first novel, and like many 
first novels, it is a classic Bil- 
dungsroman — a tale of that often 
painful journey from childhood 
to adulthood. It includes many of 
the stock trappings of its form: 
the naive yet beautifully truthful 
voice of the child, the poignant 
yearning for lost parents, a set of 
misadventures with memorable 
characters, and the machinations 
of an evil guardian — in this case. 
Bong Bong’s Auntie Yuna. Living 
in a strange new place (Los Ange¬ 
les) with his equally strange Aun¬ 
tie Yuna, Bong Bong is eager to 
find something to believe in. Aun¬ 
tie Yuna’s bizarre Catholic 
mythology offers a kind of an¬ 
swer. “Dead relatives are the best 
people to ask things,” she tells 
young Bong Bong. “Better than 
God. Dead relatives already know 
you, and you know them.” The 
best way to reach them, she tells 
him, is with letters. “Letters have 
to be to saints or dead relatives. 


No one else. If you write to some¬ 
one else, the spirits will think we 
do not trust them.” 

Bong Bong finds a saint of his 
own to offer his letters to — the 
handsome, sensitive actor Mont¬ 
gomery Clift. The young boy be¬ 
comes fascinated with Clift after 
watching him in late-night movies. 
He soon amasses an almost schol¬ 
arly knowledge of Clift’s life and 
films. Each chapter begins with 
one of his letters to the dead actor, 
and these become an important 
device for moving the story for¬ 
ward. It’s always difficult for an au¬ 
thor to assume the voice of a child, 
but Alumit’s use of the letters al¬ 
lows him to reveal Bong Bong’s de¬ 
velopment poignantly and also 
amusingly. Bong Bong eventually 
comes to realize what his idoliza¬ 
tion of Clift means in terms of his 
sexuahty, but the letters reveal his 
early, somewhat awkward glim¬ 
merings of erotic awareness. When 
Bong Bong and his Aunt hear their 
new downstairs neighbor in a loud

servants and maids are African. 
Now as he has sex with a black 
man, he thinks: I am having sex 
with this man who should be 
sweeping my floor, and instead he 
is coming inside me!” 

Race is something that all im¬ 
migrants have to confront upon 
coming to America. Dhalla, land¬ 
ing in Los Angeles as a starry-eyed 
19-year-old, was no different. He 
expected he would find true love 
as soon as he set foot in America. 
Or if Mr. Right was not waiting at 
the airport, at least there would be 
lots of sex. He admits, “I read a lot 
of Jackie Collins novels. I had Hol¬ 
lywood Wives as my manual and 
tour guide.” That bubble obvious¬ 
ly did not last too long, as Dhalla 
got on the treadmill of West Hol- 




love bout with one of his girl¬ 
friends, Bong Bong’s questions 
prompt Auntie Yuna to snap, “Ig¬ 
nore it. The man downstairs is 
evil.” Intrigued, Bong Bong hides 
in the laundry room to get a 
glimpse of “Mr. Evil.” He does, and 
is so entranced by what he sees that 
he writes in his next letter, “Mr. 
Clift, evil is real good-looking.”

The charming Mr. Evil, “J,” is 


lywood gay life even as he worked 
in a bank by day. 

He remembers feeling desper¬ 
ately out of place in a world where 
standards of beauty were mea¬ 
sured in six-packs and Copper- 
tone tans with blue eyes. “I’d need 
to drink a few cocktails just to 
stand in a bar,” he recalls. “And if 
someone did acknowledge me. I’d 
avert my eyes, because I just didn’t 
have the self-esteem.” 

Of course, there’s an expatriate 
gay Indian community in LA, and 
Dhalla got very involved with it, 
even volunteering for a South 
Asian AIDS organization. “The 
connection was like finding an ex¬ 
tended family,” he remembers. “In 
some ways, it was addictive. I had 
been deprived of it for so long, I 
just ran towards it, abandoning 
everything else.” The thrill of find¬ 
ing people like himself — gay, 
brown and deriving their emo- 
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not evil at all. He proves to be a 
positive, albeit passing presence in 
Bong Bong’s life, and in his own 
way he helps Bong Bong escape 
■ the clutches of his selfish, abusive 
aunt. Bong Bong has few positive 
male presences in his life, and all 
of these leave before he can estab¬ 
lish a meaningful relationship 
with them. So Montgomery Clift 
becomes even more important to 
him. In one key scene. Bong Bong 
visits a park with his school and 
has the first of his many visions of 
Clift, seeing the actor briefly off in 
the distance. The hallucination 
lasts only an instant, but Bong 
Bong realizes from that moment 
on that “my life would never be 
the same.” The visions continue, 
become more frequent and in¬ 
tense, and follow Bong Bong as he 
moves from foster home to foster 
home, becomes a young man, and 
also becomes more American, as¬ 
suming the new name “Bob.” 

Throughout the novel. Bong 
Bong’s overriding concern is to 
find his lost mother and father. 
When he begins to grasp the truth 
of what has happened to them, 
the reality of it is too difficult for 
him. His visions of Montgomery 


Clift become obsessive. He meets 
men and has sex with them, but 
can only do so if these lovers 
morph into Clift in his mind. He 
also develops strange, compulsive 
and self-destructive habits. His life 
begins to mirror Clift’s — he be¬ 
comes a movie extra, and he even 
has a motorcycle accident that 
seems to mimic Clift’s disfiguring, 
and nearly deadly, car crash. Bong 
Bong ends up physically and psy¬ 
chologically broken, but this al¬ 
lows him to rebuild himself and, 
ultimately, to find answers to the 
questions he has been trying to 
answer all his life. 

Letters to Montgomery Clift is 
an engaging story of a young gay 
man’s search for identity. Though 
the plot sometimes seems to rely 
on improbable coincidences, it is 
a story told effectively and mov¬ 
ingly, an intriguing take on the 
American Dream. T

tional cues in life from campy 
Hindi songs — was intoxicating. 
But Dhalla also knew there was a 
danger he could end up cocooning 
himself in a little India in the mid¬ 
dle of Los Angeles, much as his 
protagonist Ali does for a while. 

In fact, there is an awful lot to Ali 
that resembles his creator. And Ah 
is not always a flattering portrait — 
his love life is hell, and his life in 
general is pretty messy. “A first book 
is always intensely personal,” admits 
Dhalla. “After all, you should write 
what you know about.” But he 
wanted to make sure that, even as 
he created probably the first South 
Asian gay immigrant protagonist in 
fiction, he did not sugarcoat him 
into a role model for generations of 
queer South Asians to come. 

Dhalla feels he would be cheat¬ 
ing his readers if he were anything 
but honest. After all, this book was 
his own catharsis. Writing on an 
ancient Macintosh during his 
lunch hour, all Dhalla wanted to 


do was put down a set of vignettes 
that would give him some under¬ 
standing of who he was. “I was an 
Indian not born in India. I loved 
Hindi films, yet was embarrassed 
about who I was. It was almost a 
relief when someone looked at me 
and thought I was Latino. I real¬ 
ized I needed to let all the toxic, 
ecstatic emotions come out.” 

The result is Ode to Lata, 
which has now been optioned for 
a film. Dhalla isn’t worried how 
his book will look on film. He says 
excitedly, “I just know I’ll be real¬ 
ly proud to be in the audience and 
see an Indian gay man on the 
screen and hear lots of great 
Hindi film music!” T

Robert Wilson 

'Bob' at the Magic Theatre

9 he avant-garde director 
Robert Wilson lets himself 
and his brethren off easily. 
“Most artists don’t understand 
what they are doing,” he says. “I 
don’t think they have to.” It is the 
audience’s job to sort it all out, he 
adds. Well, thanks a lot. 

The above quote is heard in 
Bob, a one-man play described as 
“a dramatic portrait inspired by 
Robert Wilson.” Anne Bogart, 
who conceived and directed the 
show, is also one to scramble tra¬ 
ditional theatrical constructs, and 
so we have avant-garde squared in 
Bob. Audiences, start your en¬ 
gines. 

Created by Bogart’s SITI Com¬ 
pany, Bob arrives via the Magic 
Theatre following performances 
in several other cities. All the 
words heard from the Cowell 
stage have been uttered by Wilson, 
but they have been pulled from 
the linear forms of language and 
turned into an accompaniment to 
Bogart’s visual interpretations. 

“My work is a mystery to me,” 
says the Wilson character, a sim¬ 
ple enough thought that appar¬ 


ently becomes more meaningful if 
it is accompanied by a series of 
weird hand gestures. Will Bond, 
who plays Wilson, also pushes a 
table around the stage and occa¬ 
sionally climbs beneath it. 

Bob probably works best if you 
just let the words, gestures, flashes 
of light, and crashing music wash 
over you. And even then, it’s best 
if you’re a performance-art kind of 
person. I guess you can tell I’m 
not, at least not as imagined by 
Bogart. Ninety minutes can seem 
kinda long when you’re not buy¬ 
ing into the director’s style. 

Obviously, there are those 
who do, and perhaps also those 
who think they should. But as 
Wilson said, it’s up to the audi¬ 
ence to define what the artist is at¬ 
tempting. For this theatergoer, 
Bob is a paean to another artist 
who thinks along the same lines. 
Are they your lines? All I can say 
is they weren’t my lines. T

Volume 2 extends through Janu¬ 
ary, 1936. Most of the selections 
are by Coward, but we are also of¬ 
fered Robin-Grainger’s “Love in 
Bloom” and Kern-Hammerstein’s 
“We Were so Young.” The singer is 
occasionally joined by others, in¬ 
cluding the inimitable Gertrude 
Lawrence, for whom he wrote 
many of his greatest songs. 

Vol. 1 includes an eight- 
minute medley of selections from 
Cavalcade, Coward’s 1931 play 
that was filmed by Fox in 1933 
and made into a multi-million- 
dollar spectacle; another track 
from Cavalcade and the spoken 
prologue are also featured. The 
disc ends with a 9-minute medley 
of assorted Coward gems. 

Vol. 2 begins with one of the 
master’s most famous songs, 
“Mad Dogs and Englishmen,” 
from his Words and Music. Yet an¬ 
other 9-minute medley, which in¬ 
cludes seven selections from Bit¬ 
ter Sweet, is among the gems of 
the second disc. If you ever have a 
need to feel just a little bit superi¬ 
or, Coward is the man to turn to. 

Parlez-Moi D'Amour - 
Lucienne Boyer (Naxos) 

One’s first thought upon hear¬ 
ing cabaret singer Lucienne 
Boyer’s signature song, her 1930 
recording of Lenoir’s “Parlez-moi 


d’amour,” might be, “What a curi¬ 
ous, mousy little voice.” But feel¬ 
ings do change, and often quickly. 
Indeed, as the music continues, 
Boyer achieves a performance so 
touching, so absolutely right, that 
all reservations are swept aside. 

In his liner notes, Peter 
Dempsey acknowledges that none 
of Boyer’s subsequent recordings 
made quite the impact of her 
Lenoir hit. Nonetheless, the disc’s 
18 selections, recorded 1926-1933, 
establish that Boyer was a gifted 
cabaret singer of stature. 

Boyer was born near Montpar¬ 
nasse, Paris, in 1901. After her fa¬ 
ther was killed in the war in 1914, 
she and her mother worked side 
by side in a French munitions fac¬ 
tory, where her gifts as an enter¬ 
tainer were first recognized. 

After the war, Boyer worked in 
a millinery while serving as a 
model for many avant-garde 
painters. Working her way into 
the theater, she became known for 
appearances in various cabarets 
and revues. Composer-guitarist 
Vincent Scotto penned several of 
her early successes, including 
“Youp et youp” and the poignant 
“Sans toi,” both contained in this 
anthology. Fame was achieved via 
Broadway appearances in 1927, 
after which Boyer returned to

Capturing the past 


Naxos Nostalgia series gets high marks

B argain label Naxos contin¬ 
ues to scoop the market 
with outstanding reissues of 
lighter fare. Their Nostalgia series, 
mastered by producer David 
Lennick, wins high marks for its 
quality. Here are some outstand¬ 
ing recent issues: 

Favourites Vol. 1 - 
Richard Tauber (Naxos) 

No tenor better captures the 
Austro-German spirit of the in¬ 
terwar era than the irreplaceable 
Richard Tauber, justly famed for 
his Mozart, Tauber is equally re¬ 
membered as the only singer ca¬ 
pable of turning sheer schmaltz 
into high art. 

Tauber delighted in his voice as 
much as he loved the act of 
singing. There is an extraordinary 


ease to his vocalism; music seems 
to flow from his throat in a stream 
of unparalleled joy. Although he 
lacked a high C, his B was ab¬ 
solutely solid, the voice virile and 
firm throughout. His gifts includ¬ 
ed the ability to sing sotto voce and 
float high notes in sweet falsetto. 

The tenor first met operetta 
composer Franz Lehar in 1924, 
when he was chosen to perform in 
Lehar’s Frasquitta. Their partner¬ 
ship became so indispensable that 
Lehar began to call his new arias 
for the tenor “Tauberlied.” 

In addition to eight Lehar 
tracks recorded 1927-1939 (two of 
which are conducted by Lehar), 
this marvelous disc includes 10 
other recordings of lighter fare; 
among them are treasured ver¬ 
sions of Stolz’s “Im prater bliihn 
wieder die baume,” Strauss’ “Tales 
from the Vienna Woods” con¬ 
ducted by Erich Wolfgang Korn- 


gold, and Sieczynski’s “Wien, du 
stadt meiner traume.” The accom¬ 
paniments are as priceless as the 
singing. 

A Room With a View, Mad Dogs 
and Englishmen - Noel Coward 
(Naxos) 

Noel Coward, in some ways 
the English equivalent of Ameri¬ 
ca’s Cole Porter, was born in Ted- 
dington, Middlesex in 1899. 
Dubbed “the master” for his abil¬ 
ities as a playwright, lyricist, 
arranger, director, singer-actor, 
short-story writer and attempted 
novelist. Coward’s work is distin¬ 
guished by his occasionally 
wicked wit and penchant for 
satire. 

Coward’s genius especially 
shone in his own performances of 
works for musical comedy. Here, 
his middle-class, quintessentially 
English, intentionally mannered 
vocalism, at times proffered with 
a slight curl of the lip, under¬ 
scored pretense by cutting right to 
— when not intentionally cutting 
through — the heart of his music. 

Coward made his first stage 
appearance at theater school at 
age seven, with his actual theatri¬ 
cal debut coming at 12. At 15, he 
was already writing and perform¬ 
ing his own material. 1923 saw 
him co-starring with Gertrude 
Lawrence. By 1925, he had five 
plays running simultaneously in 
London.

Gregg Shapiro: The B-52's played 
their first show as a band on 
Valentine's Day, 1977. How does 
it feel to have been in a band for 
almost 25 years? 

Cindy Wilson: Well, of course, 
I was just a teenager! 

Keith Strickland: It’s very surre¬ 
al. It doesn’t feel like 25 years. I have 
no idea how it’s supposed to feel! 
We didn’t really start out as a band. 

CW: It was in Athens [Geor¬ 
gia] in ’77. We were just trying to 
make our own fun. There wasn’t 


really much to do in those days, 
except for disco! We were trying 
to be shockers. We were playing 
for a friend’s party. We had “Plan¬ 
et Claire” already written, and a 
song called “Killer Bees” that I 


don’t think we ever worked up, it 
was pretty funny. “Rock Lobster” 
and “Lava,” too. It was just a few 
songs, but it bowled everybody 
over. Kate [Pierson] and I came 
out with these big, white, fake-fur 


things on our heads that looked 
like bouffants. Fred [Schneider] 
was all camped out, and Ricky 
[Wilson] and Keith. We had the 
best time. It was an old Victorian 
house, and everybody danced so 
hard that the floor was bouncing 
like a trampoline. That kind of 
gave us the bug, and we continued 
from there. 

Was there one person in the band 
who was in charge of shopping for 
what you'd wear, or did you all go 
together? 

CW: Oh, no, it was hodge¬ 
podge. We shopped at thrift 
stores! We didn’t have much 
money back then, and that was 
the best source of any kind of 
great, wild wear that you could 
get. Back then, you could still find 
things from the ’40s, ’50s and ’60s. 
Everything was about five cents! 

The B-52's had a significant gay 
following from the start. 

KS: There’s a sensibility that we 
all shared. It was a gay and gay- 
friendly group of friends, a mixture 
of everybody. We didn’t really think 
of it, at the time, as being camp. It 
was finding the absurdity in the 
trash aesthetic. I kind of thought of 
it as Pop Art, taking an object out 
of context. I suppose it’s something 
that is part of gay culture, and 
everybody picked up on it. 

CW: It was just natural. We 
have a large following of different 
types of people, from kids to the 
gay crowd to people who made 
music in the ’60s. We’ve always 
supported gay rights and special- 
interest stuff, too.

T he new two-disc release 
Nude on the Moon: The B- 
52's Anthology (Rhino) be¬ 
gins with “52 Girls” and ends with 
one woman, “Debbie,” as in Deb¬ 
bie Harry of Blondie, who helped 
pave the way for bands like the B- 
52’s. In-between, this career retro¬ 
spective follows the band’s out-of- 
this-world trajectory from “Plan¬ 
et Claire” through “Revolution 
Earth.”

It's been only three years since 
the release of Time Capsule, the 
single-disc B-52's hits compila¬ 
tion. Why now the double-disc 
Nude on the Moon? 

KS: It just sort of happened 
out of the blue. Rhino came to us. 
It was a coincidence that our 25th 
anniversary was coming up. 

CW: Rhino wanted to put out 
the definitive anthology. There are 
a lot of things on it that didn’t 
make it onto Time Capsule. This 
will be the superior one. It’s got a 
Moby mix of “Is That You, Mo 
Dean?” It’s got a mix of “Queen of 
Las Vegas” from Mesopotamia that 
has never been on an)^ing before 
in this particular version. “Wham¬ 
my Kiss” came out on a B-side in 
England, it’s never been heard in 
the US before. There’s a great live 
version of “Quiche Lorraine” that 
was on the PETA benefit album. 
There are lots of never-before- 
seen photos that we dug out of our 
closets! Michael Azerrad, from 
Rolling Stone magazine, wrote 
wonderful liner notes for us. 

To me, the first two albums 
were more arty, performance art 
almost. Then the drum machine 
was invented and we were trying 
to get a more modern feel, playing 
with that through Whammy. Ac¬ 
tually, Whammy’s great. It sounds 
a little cheesy sometimes, but we’re 
playing Whammy these days, and 
it’s really fun to do live again. 

From its inception, the B-52's 
worked with an amazing array of 
producers, including Chris Black- 
well, David Byrne, Nile Rogers, 
and Don Was. Were they willing 
to let you guys be the B-52's, or 
were they trying to change the 
band's sound? 

KS: They definitely had a very 
oddball band to work with! We 
weren’t like session musicians. We 
had created this entity, and they 
had to respect that. They brought 
to it a sound and effects, and 
sometimes rearranged parts of a 
song to make it more cohesive. 
They all had a stamp on it. 

Ricky Wilson's death In 1985 was 
one of the first AIDS deaths In the 
music world. What kind of an Im¬ 
pact do you think it had? 

KS: Wow. I think it was part of 
the whole process of everyone re¬ 
alizing that this was something af¬ 
fecting all of us. Everyone around 
that time was losing someone, so 
many people were dying. Ricky 
died the same month as Rock 
Hudson. It was a very heavy and 
difficult time, needless to say. 

Is there a new full-length album 
of B-52's songs forthcoming? 

CW: It’s slow in coming. In the 
old days, we used to live together, 
and it was easy! Now, everybody’s 
kind of spread out and doing their 
own thing, so it’s not as easy. I 
think it could happen, maybe in a 
year or two. T

Although Lucienne Boyer 
makes the artistic choice not to 
probe as deeply as Piaf, hers is a 
distinctive instrument with the 
sound of Paris ringing through it.

I n the era before multiplexes, 
independent theatres thrived 
in leading American cities. 
These art-houses often specialized 
in foreign films. Audiences were 
small, and in this milieu, Jeanne 
Moreau (b. 1928) reigned 

supreme, earning critical acco¬ 
lades matched by few actresses. 
One of her best films. La Bate des 
Anges (1962), plays the Castro 
Theatre March 29-April 4. 

She seemed quintessentially 


French, but her mother was an 
English chorus girl who wed a 
Parisian bartender. Parents di¬ 
vorced in 1939, and Jeanne stayed 
with papa, studying at the Paris 
Conservatoire. The Comedie Fran- 
caise offered Veroutchka in A 
Month in the Country, which led 
to her film debut, suffering A 
Dernier Amant (1949). She then 
alternated between the stage and 
movies. Few of the latter were no¬ 
ticed, although her prostitute’s 
daughter who is raped by 
VHomme de ma Vie when he 
learns about maman created a stir.

night. He heads for the Riviera 
and, naturally, visits the casino at 
Nice. There he meets Jackie, and 
she thinks he brings her luck — 
they both win big at roulette. 
They celebrate by having a lavish 
dinner at an elegant restaurant. 
She spends the night with him. 

Gambling has resulted in Jack¬ 
ie’s divorce — not because of her 
losses, she says, but because her 
wealthy ex-husband was jealous 
of her passion for roulette. She 
lost custody of her son, and has 
few friends who will put up with 
her constant pleas for money cou¬ 
pled with broken promises to give 
up her addiction. She explains 
that being in the casino is like 
being in church — she feels more 
alive there than anywhere else. 
Yet, when we watch her play, she 
seems anything but vital. 

Jean is both horrified and fas¬ 
cinated by her. He falls in love, be¬ 
comes possessive, tries to set them 
both free of gambling, but she re¬ 
sists. Their relationship falls and 
rises with their luck at the tables. 
They buy a car, new clothes, take a 
suite at the Hotel de Paris in 
Monte Carlo, but lose again and 
are unable to get her jewels out of 
hock. 

The tension in the film mounts 
as Jean struggles to save Jackie and 
keep himself from becoming a 
hopeless addict, while she clings 
to her compulsion, refusing to 
give it up, although often realizing 
she is throwing away happiness in 
the process. Like the number that 


comes up after spinning the 
roulette wheel, the ending is both 
surprising and believable. 

Moreau, with lots of very 
blonde hair, is splendid as Jackie. 
She is charming, warm, desperate, 
rueful, manipulative, and natural. 
She makes it clear that her addic¬ 
tion has nothing to with money 
— it’s about the thrill of winning, 
about the mystery of the num¬ 
bers, about risk. Her Jackie is so 
attractive, so honest about herself 
and so dishonest about her hopes 
to quit, that we share Jean’s des¬ 
peration to save her. Moreau re¬ 
veals Jackie’s self-loathing without 
self-pity, and impresses with her 
gallantry. It’s a remarkable perfor¬ 
mance without a trace of bravura. 

The youthful Mann’s Jean is 
equally compelling. Looking like a 
cross between Alain Delon and 
Jean Paul Belmondo, he is simulta¬ 
neously callow, naive, and wary. At 
times he becomes manipulative, 
determined to pay whatever price 
he must to keep Jackie; then he re¬ 
coils, aware that he must reclaim 
his life and save Jackie as well. Not 
until the very end do we discover 
whether he succeeds or fails. 

Pierre Cardin designed More¬ 
au’s chic wardrobe, and Michel 
Legrand composed the often 
tinny score, which matches the 
movie’s jarring themes. Demy, 
who also wrote the screenplay and 
is best remembered for the sunny 
Umbrellas de Cherbourg, keeps 
things moving, eliciting the fine 
performances, and, in a mere 89 
minutes, capturing the horror and 
appeal that gambling — or any 
form of uncontrolled passion — 
can have. T 


art-house diva 


She joined the Theatre National de 
Paris, becoming a star in the com¬ 
edy VHeure Eblouissante (1953), 
playing a tart. 

Subsequent films, even those 
starring Jean Marais and Jean 
Cabin, were unremarkable. Her 
stagework was better: a successful 
Eliza in Shaw’s Pygmalion, and an 
acclaimed Maggie in a French ver¬ 
sion of Tennessee Williams’ Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof (1955). 

Onscreen she played ingenues 
and hookers without making a 
mark, but Louis Malle saw her po¬ 
tential. He cast her as a weary, 
cheating, murderous wife in As- 
censeur pour VEchafaud, his first 
feature. She had Trois Jours a Vivre 
then played another wanton adul¬ 
teress in Le Dos au Mur, had a 
stage success as a hooker serving 
La Bonne Soupe, and received in¬ 
ternational attention as a modern 
Emma Bovary in Malle’s erotic Les 
Amants, all 1958. Roger Vadim 
made her a contemporary 
Madame de Merteuil in Les Li¬ 
aisons Dangereuses (1959). That 
same year, she had an unbilled bit 
in Truffaut’s Les Quatres Cents 
Coups. Atoning for so much sin, 
she played a nun during the 
French Revolution in Les Dia¬ 
logues des Carmelites; real punish¬ 
ment came as one of Martin Ritt’s 
Five Branded Women (all 1960). 

Dark night 

Acclaim returned with her 
bored wife understandably ob¬ 
sessed with Jean Paul Belmondo 
in Peter Brook’s version of Mar¬ 
guerite Duras’ Moderato 
Cantabile. In Antonionini’s dark 
La Notte (1961), she and Marcello 
Mastroianni memorably depicted 
a collapsing marriage; for God¬ 
dard, she had another unbilled 
part in Une Femme est Une 
Femme, then Truffaut gave her 
Jules et Jim, as the woman best 
friends both love. Her Catherine 
was warm, funny, and mesmeriz¬ 
ing. For Orson Welles she en¬ 
dured The Trial (1962), as Antho¬ 
ny Perkins’ frightened neighbor. 

That same year, Joseph Losey 
made her Eve, a confusing film 


about a courtesan. For Jacques 
Demy she visited La Bale des 
Anges (Bay of Angels), as a very 
blonde compulsive gambler. Hol¬ 
lywood made her a victim in Carl 
Foreman’s deadly all-star World 
War II epic The Victors. She ended 
1963 with a cameo in Malle’s Le 
Feu Follet. In 1964, she and Bel¬ 
mondo were in a disappointing 
comedy, Peau de Baname, but Luis 
Bunuel had her write Le Journal 
d’une Femme de Chambre, excel¬ 
lent in this fascinating remake of 
Jean Renoir’s 1949 film. 

Hollywood again beckoned; in 

1964, she and Burt Lancaster 
boarded The Train, a good thriller. 
She joined Rex Harrison, Ingrid 
Bergman, Shirley MacLaine, Alain 
Delon, George C. Scott, Art Car¬ 
ney, and Omar Shariff riding The 
Yellow Rolls Royce, awful but a 
great guilty pleasure and a hit. In 

1965, she was Mata Hari, then she 
and Brigitte Bardot were show¬ 
girls in revolutionary Mexico in 
Malle’s disappointing Viva Maria! 
Surprisingly, Bardot outshone 
her. 

For Welles she was a sordid 
Doll Tearsheat to his Falstaff ring¬ 
ing Chimes at Midnight (1966), 
then Tony Richardson called her 
Genet’s Mademoiselle and had her 
tempt a Sailor from Gibraltar 
(1967). These two failed, and crit¬ 
ics wondered what all the shout¬ 
ing had been about. 

Her next batch were uneven: 
practicing Le Plus Vieux Metier du 
Monde (1967), as Great Catherine, 
and Truffaut’s The Bride Wore 
Black, his so-so homage to Alfred 
Hitchcock (both 1968). For Welles 
she told The Immortal Story 
(1968), gripping as a woman 
hired for sex. She played a mur¬ 
derous lesbian in 1969’s Le Corps 
de Diane, which got no American 
bookings. She toured France in a 
' song-and-dance act, then in Hol¬ 
lywood played a warm hooker fas¬ 
cinating Lee Marvin’s Monte 
Walsh (1970). She was herself 
finding Alex in Wonderlandhefore 
returning to France as a moll in 
Comptes a Rebours, then display¬ 
ing VHumeur Vagabonde. Better 


was a television special, Le Petit 
Theatre de Jean Renoir, in which 
she sang (all 1971). 

As Cher Louise she was a 
teacher in love with a youth, then 
Nathalie Granger, Duras’ nar¬ 
colepsy-inducing film about two 
introspective women. Under¬ 
standably, she fled to Brazil as 
Joanna La Francesca, a madam 
who marries a plantation owner 
(1973), and in Canada announced 
Je t’Aime (1974).

She took supporting roles in La 
Race des Seigneurs with Delon, Les 
Valseues with Gerard Depardieu, 
La Jardin Qui Bascule, Souveniers 
de France, and the bizarre sci-fi 
Hu-Man with Terence Stamp (all 
1975). On stage she failed as 
Wedekend’s Lulu, but recovered 
on screen, playing a movie star in 
Lumiere (1976), her directorial 
debut. Her charm recalled Jules et 
Jim, and critics once again raved. 
That same year she met Delon’s 
Mr. Klein, and for Hollywood es¬ 
sayed a film queen in The Last Ty¬ 
coon, a dull version of Fitzgerald’s 
novel. With L’Adolescente (1979), 
she returned to directing, earning 
superlative notices. 

More unseen films followed 
before an 18-month Paris stage 
run in LTntox. Of her subsequent 
movies, only two attracted atten¬ 
tion: Losey’s La Truite (1981) and 
Fassbinder’s Querelle — as the 
madam who sleeps with the 
young beauty, his only heterosex¬ 
ual encounter (1982). In 1985, a 
planned Broadway debut in a re¬ 
vival of Williams’ The Night of the 
Iguana closed out of town. Except 
for La Femme Nikita (1991), most 
of her recent movies have had 
limited international releases, al¬ 
though European television has 
kept her busy. In 2001, she played 
Duras in Cet amour-la. Interviews 
reveal a witty, passionate woman 
fascinated by life. Her profession¬ 
al choices often seem odd, yet she 
is capable of great surprises, so 
another landmark performance 
in a good film is a strong possibil¬ 
ity. T

E ven before the Oscars, it 
was celebrity March mad¬ 
ness on TV, First there was 
Rosie’s big announcement, not 
just that she’s queer (no surprise 
to most of us), but that she was 
coming out to make a statement 
about gay parenting. A certain 
poignancy to that revelation 
and the sheer ordinari¬ 
ness of her plaint 
made the interview 
with Diane Sawyer 
more than just anoth¬ 
er self-serving tell-all.

Then the original Baywatch 
babe, Pamela Anderson, revealed 
to Entertainment Tonight that she 
has hepatitis C. Surprisingly, that 
news generated a great deal more 
spin-off controversy than Rosie’s 
big reveal. Four million people in 
the US have hepatitis C; it’s four 
times more prevalent than 
HIV/AIDS. Anderson said she 
came out about her illness to get 
people to realize how common it 
is and how easily transmissible. 

Anderson’s declaration and 
her claim to have contracted the 
disease from former husband 
Tommy Lee, late of Motley Crue 
and well-known drugstore cow¬ 
boy, spawned counterstatements 
from Lee, who disavowed having 
the disease and said Anderson was 
hurting their children (over 
whom there have been custody 
battles) by making such public 
statements. Anderson sticks by 
her story. 

Other celebrities to have con¬ 
tracted hepatitis C include David

Crosby, Mickey Mantle and 
Naomi Judd. Mantle died after re¬ 
ceiving a liver transplant; Crosby 
had a liver transplant several years 
ago, and his health has been 
quixotic since. Judd quit touring 
for six years, but her health is cur¬ 
rently good. Anderson is being 
treated on an outpatient basis in 
LA, but hasn’t elaborated. 

ABC’s Good Morning America 
led with the story the morning 
after ET broke it. Sawyer 
and fill-in co-host 
Robyn Roberts dis¬ 
cussed the impact of 
the disease at length; 
Roberts said that the 
disease had “touched” 
her own family, GMA 
regular Dr. 
Nancy Snyder- 
man gave a 
safe-sex lec¬ 
ture in which she said be smart, 
folks, you just can’t have casual 
unprotected sex anymore, 
HIV/AIDS isn’t the only disease 
out there. Snyderman urged 
everyone from “our generation” 
(35 to 55) to get tested, as the dis¬ 
ease shows few symptoms until it 
advances. 

Though ET broke the story 
and GMA followed up, all the 
tabloid shows have been taking on 
the subject since, to which we say 
good. Though rumor has it An¬ 
derson broke the news because 
she was about to be outed, the im¬ 
pact of her declaration has been 
to raise awareness. There is no 
cure for hepatitis C, and its effects 
are debilitating and deadly. The 
three most common forms of 
transmission are shared needles, 
tattooing and unprotected sex. 
New livers are hard to come by for 
non-celebrities. We usually find 
Snyderman just a tad smug, but 
on this we agree: get tested. 

Liza with a lisp 

Between O’Donnell and An¬ 
derson came a little celebrity blast 
from the past. Liza Minnelli tied 
the knot to yet another closet 
queen. Like mother, like daughter, 
Liza and her new hubby, the am¬ 
biguously gay David Gest (pro¬ 
nounced with a lisp; he looks 
sooo Paul Anka), appeared every¬ 
where from Larry King Live to ET 
Liza says the two would love to 
adopt (as in children) and are 
“thinking about it right now.” We 
loved Judy and we love Liza, but 
dear girl, can this marriage really 
last? We don’t want to see you 
back with Betty Ford, now do we? 

As for the Oscars, well, we love 
a good looong party, and we must 
say the crowd looked swell as they 
always do (yes, we watch for the 
outfits, doesn’t everyone?) And 
when can we expect Jodie Foster 


to come out? Probably about the 
same time we can expect her to be 
in a good movie. It was good to see 
Whoopie out of the middle of 
Hollywood Squares. As usual, we 
enjoyed Barbara Walters’ (she’s 
looking mahvelous, isn’t she?)

Berry told all to BW, including 
her flirtations with suicide, her 
deep depressions, and her long list 
of abusive boyfriends. While we 
loathe the idea of any woman get¬ 
ting smacked around, we appreci¬ 
ate Berry’s admission. Perhaps it 
might send some women to seek 
help. Isn’t this, after all, the pur¬ 
pose of these celebrity revelations, 
to raise what we used to call con¬ 
sciousness? 

Of course, the quest for 
celebrity can hoist one on one’s 
own petard. Just ask the soulless 
Marjorie Knoller, convicted last 
week of murder in the dog-maul¬ 
ing death of Diane Whipple. Right 
after the gruesome killing, Knoller 
and her Nazi-lite husband, Robert 
Noel, appeared on GMA, inter¬ 
viewed, appropriately, by resident 
ABC pit-bull Elisabeth Vargas. 
Never one to soft-pedal, Vargas, 
obviously repulsed by the crime, 
grilled the couple, eliciting the in¬ 
terview that would be shown re¬ 
peatedly during the trial as proof 
of Knoller’s lack of compassion 
over the attack. 

The dog-mauling trial provid¬ 
ed some of the best court TV 
we’ve seen since OJ. Nothing quite 
like seeing defense attorney Nedra 
Ruiz on all fours before the jury. 


Who says San Francisco is a world 
apart? We were sickened by Ruiz’s 
claim that the prosecution was 
pandering to queers because 
Whipple was a lesbian. We missed 
the part where politicians did 
that, even in SF. 

But we couldn’t have been 
more sickened than we were by 
the debacle that was the Andrea 
Yates trial in the “fry me” state, 
Texas. The media gets an F for this 
one. If ever there had been an op¬ 
portunity to inform the public 
about something important, in 
this case mental illness, the Yates 
tragedy provided it. But the 
specter of five dead children (dead 
unnecessarily, because had anyone 
in Andrea Yates’ circle shown the 
slightest interest in the welfare of 
either her or her children — and 
that includes her family, her hus¬ 
band’s family and her doctors — 
perhaps she would have got the 
help she needed) seemed to inca¬ 
pacitate the media. Despite the 
obviousness of Yates’ severe men¬ 
tal illness, to show compassion for 
her, to explain her actions in 
terms of her illness, was seen as 
disloyal to her little victims. That 
Yates was herself a victim has been 
lost on everyone, most especially 
the almost vicious prosecution 
and the smug jury who told 
NBC’s Dateline they just knew 
Yates could tell the difference be¬ 
tween right and wrong. Maybe, 
but the voices in her head trig¬ 
gered by her psychosis pushed the 
override button. The Yates trial 
was a travesty of injustice, toward 
the mentally ill and the five dead 
children. 

The day after Yates’ conviction, 
her entire family and her husband 
made the rounds of the morning 
and talk shows like the latest cast¬ 
offs from Survivor, discussing 
their unhappiness with the ver¬ 
dict. Her family plans to sue. 
Where, we wonder, was their con¬ 
cern when Yates was walking in 
circles in her living room pulling 
out wads of her own hair and 
mumbling about Satan? What 
people won’t do to get their 15 
minutes, preferably on TV. 

Which is why a retinue of real¬ 
ity shows premieres this week on 
every network from ABC to UPN. 
CBS has American Fighter Pilot, 
which doesn’t capitalize much on 
9-11; ABC has The Bachelor, in 
which an ordinary schmoe gets to 
find the woman of his dreams (if 
it has a been-there/done-that 
quality, look for Darla Whatsher- 
name to show up); and UPN’s 
Under One Roof puts Big Brother 
in the TV blender with Survivor 
and Temptation Island. 

Ah, celebrity — just like TV, 
can’t live with it, can’t live without 
it. Stay tuned. T 


Accepted on the soaps

E rica Kane’s daughter is gay!” 
Those words were part of 
soap-opera history when a 
major role storyline with a lesbian 
character began on All My Chil¬ 
dren (AMC). There was concern 
that daytime audiences would not 
accept such a bold move by ABC, 
but the first comprehensive study 
of homosexuality on daytime tele¬ 
vision has found that when care¬ 
fully presented, a gay or lesbian 
core character can be accepted by 
most soap opera viewers. 


Conditions of Represent-ability, 
a study by C. Lee Harrington, as¬ 
sociate professor of sociology at 
Miami University, focused on the 
coming out of established teen 
character Bianca (Eden Riegel) on 
AMC. The study covered the 
highly popular soap from October 
2000 through September 2001. 

“While there are core gay char¬ 
acters on prime time programs, 
daytime soap operas had previ¬ 
ously introduced only non-core 
or temporary gay characters,” said 
Harrington. Her study combined 
audience research, analysis of the

Visiting Showtime's 'Queer As Folk' set

' A' ome guys get to have all the 

'4. fun. All the guys except me, 
that is. At least that’s what I 
used to think until I found myself 
airborne last month, my destina¬ 
tion Toronto, Ontario. I’d been in¬ 
vited to spend a day on the set of 
the hit Showtime series Queer As 
Folk, now nearing the end of pro¬ 
duction of the second season. I 
also had interviews with two of 
the series’ most popular and in¬ 
stantly recognizable stars: Hal 
Sparks, who plays the lovable, 
often naive nice guy, Michael 
Charles Novotny (next week’s 
BAR); and Sharon Gless, former¬ 
ly of Cagney and Lacey, who plays 
his series mom, Debbie Novotny. 

QAF depicts the lives of seven 
gay and lesbian characters. There 
are five disparate gay men, four of 
whom are best friends: Michael 
(Sparks), hopelessly in love with 
his best friend, Brian Kinney 
(Gale Harold), a self-centered 
hunk who runs from anything re¬ 
sembling commitment; Justin 
Taylor (Randy Harrison), the 17- 
year-old who falls in love with 
Brian; Emmett Honeycutt (Peter 
Paige), Michael’s effeminate yet 
good-hearted roommate; and Ted 
Schmidt (Scott Lowell), the some¬ 
what nerdy 30something guy who 
is alone and nearing middle age. 
Melanie Marcus (Michelle Clu- 
nie) and Lindsay Peterson (Thea 
Gill) are a lesbian couple who 
have a baby sired by Brian, and a 
loving relationship which goes 
through its share of ups and 
downs. The show, set in Pittsburg, 
PA, is actually filmed and pro¬ 
duced in Toronto. 

Many supporting figures come 
and go, providing love interests 
for the main characters, or resolv¬ 
ing other conflicts. The American 
version of QAF was created by 
Ron Cowen and Daniel Lipman, 
partners in real life, and is based 
on the British series of the same 
name originally created by Russell 
T. Davies. The series has met with 
both widespread acclaim and 
sharp criticism for its raw, un¬ 
compromising view of the gay 
lifestyle as portrayed in the lives of 
its seven main characters, replete

storyline, and in-depth interviews 
with daytime journalists, critics 
and media scholars. 

AMC fans accepted Bianca 
being a lesbian, the study shows, 
because producers presented it in 
a credible way. Viewers had seen 
her character grow since birth, 
and she’s the daughter of the well- 
established daytime character 
Erica Kane, who had difficulty 
coming to terms with her daugh¬ 
ter’s sexuality. Producers also in¬ 
cluded a storyline about Bianca’s 
girlfriend Sarah, who was treated 
with less understanding by her 
own mother. These angles, ac¬ 
cording to Harrington, were all 
plausible to a generally conserva¬ 
tive daytime audience. 

Of 269 viewers answering an 
online poll created by Harrington, 
236 (88 percent) responded posi¬ 
tively to the storyline and 33 (12 
percent) responded negatively. 
Also, 48 (19 percent) who initial¬ 
ly were skeptical later reacted fa¬ 
vorably to the plot.

bar known as Woody’s was unoc¬ 
cupied but dimly lit, so I could see 
the cow-fabric stools, stashes of 
“liquor,” pool tables and dart¬ 
boards without players. There is 
actually a bar named Woody’s on 
Church Street in the gay district of 
Toronto. The exterior of the 
Toronto Woody’s is used on QAF 
when required. 

Gless pieces 

There was a knock on the door 
of Lisa’s office, and soon I was 
shaking hands with Debbie 
Novotny’s alter-ego, the multiple 
Emmy award-winning actress 
Sharon Gless. I found Sharon to 
be refreshingly candid, good-na¬ 
tured and humorous. She remi¬ 
nisced about her enduring friend¬ 
ship with Tyne Daly, who played 
her partner on Cagney and Lacey 
for six years; her bouts with bad 
press; her joy at being part of the 
QAF cast. She loves playing Deb¬ 
bie Novotny, and originally want¬ 
ed her to be even more outra¬ 
geous, wearing a different wig in 
each appearance. Gless believes 
that Debbie really wanted to own 
her own beauty parlor, thus the 
plethora of hairpieces and assort¬ 
ed ornamentation. 

Gless is happy to be part of a 
show that has changed lives for 
the better by dealing with gay and 
lesbian issues both directly and 
unconditionally. “Parents are now 
watching the show with their gay 
children. I may be naive, but I 
don’t know anything about QAF 
that could hurt the cause.” Per¬ 
haps her portrayal of compassion 
and acceptance has made some 
parents rethink their own reac¬ 
tions to discovering that their 


child is gay. 

I thanked Sharon for her time, 
and she hugged me warmly. I got 
to feel like Michael Novotny, at 
least for the moment. Lisa came in 
to usher me toward the sound 
stage, and we retraced our steps to 
the white door under the red 
flashing light. 

Today the cast was filming 
Episode 217 of the second season, 
currently running through June. I 
was ready to watch the boys and 
girls from Liberty Street in action. 
The clapboard came down, I 
heard the call “Action!” and a 
scene in the diner involving Em¬ 
mett (Peter Paige), Ted (Scott 
Lowell), Michael (Hal Sparks) and 
Brian (Gale Harold) began to un¬ 
fold. The scene involved Brian’s 
previous encounter with a hand¬ 
some passer-by. Melanie 
(Michelle Clunie) entered and ap¬ 
proached the boys’ table, deliver¬ 
ing a wry line about “cunty gay 
guys,” to which Emmett respond¬ 
ed, “Well, somebody’s on the rag.” 

Makeup artists dabbed fresh 
powder on faces as the entire 
four-minute scene repeated itself 
when take after take resulted in no 
“Print!” Hal kept everyone crack¬ 
ing up as he engaged in his trade¬ 
mark mischief, including pre¬ 
tending to be on the verge of hurl¬ 
ing. Between takes, people were 
shouting directions, props were 
rearranged, the actors fed each 
other lines. Being this close to the 
action, I can assure you that the 
creation of QAF is extremely hard 
work. I was not surprised to hear 
of 16- to 18-hour work days. It 
seemed pretty clear that the play¬ 
ers rise to the challenge of doing 
their best. ▼

with sex scenes, strong language 
and frontal nudity. 

I signed in at the unassuming 
building housing Temple Street 
Productions, which produces 
QAF, and was ushered down a 
short hall toward publicist Lisa 
Ghione’s office. Lisa acted as both 
tourguide and guardian as I had 
my day on the set. 

I was scheduled to interview 
Sharon Gless before she went into 
hair and makeup for her day’s 
work. Before the interview, we 
had enough time for Lisa to take 
me on a grand tour of the QAF 
sets, a chance to see the familiar 
locations that fans have come to 
know. Off we went through a 
maze of hallways and entrances. 
Soon we came to a door with a 
sign clearly demarcating the set 
area from the rest of the building. 
A red light above the door was not 
lit, but the flashing red light I 
would often see later in the day 
was a warning not to enter; it also 
was the signal to stop talking and 
be silent if you were on the set. 

Lunch scene 

A loud buzzer went off, signal¬ 
ing that the cast and crew would 
be taking their lunch break, a per¬ 
fect time to visit classic QAF lo¬ 
cales. As I surveyed the sprawling 
lunchroom area with its long ta¬ 
bles and buffets, I took note of 
several familiar faces in the crowd, 


Giant steps 

Overall, AMCs Bianca story¬ 
line represents at least three im¬ 
portant advances in the represen¬ 
tation of lesbian and gay charac¬ 
ters on daytime soaps, the study 
says. First, Bianca is a main char¬ 
acter and the daughter of one of 
daytime TV’s best-known charac¬ 
ters. Second, Bianca was a 
longterm character even before 
she was known as a lesbian. Third, 
AMC is successfully shifting away 
from its initial and highly effective 
educational, problem-based focus. 

As the emotional drama of her 
coming out fades with time, AMC 
is effectively normalizing Bianca, 
someone who is struggling for 
happiness like everyone else, 
added Harrington. The Bianca 
storyline is thus a very promising 
step toward the goal of longterm 
lesbian and gay characters on day¬ 
time soap operas.

The set depicting Brian’s 
apartment was quite realistic, and 
I got to see the huge mural that 
I hangs on his wall.

Amnesia 


I n a promising sign that the inner 
Mission once again is going gay, 
Amnesia Bar on Valencia St. now 
caters to highly irregular queer expe¬ 
riences. If you’re feeling alternative 
this weekend and want to mingle with 
known or suspected perpetrators of 
the queer spoken- word, electronic 
/rock music, and hip-hop scenes, this 
Saturday night at Amnesia is your 
chance to do so. Things promise to 
get stirred up to fever pitch when 
Pop^ Records recording artists Alan 
Reade and John Ashfield present their 
“Double CD Re¬ 
lease Party” in 
support of their 
new albums, 

Reade’s 4 Sea¬ 
sons in a Bay, 
his foray into 
original music 
and spoken 
word, and Har¬ 
mony Bunny by 
The Bobble- Alan Reade 
heads, Ashfield’s 

high-energy rock band. Host about 
town and living Holy Titclamps leg¬ 
end Larry-Bob will be hosting the 
evening, which opens with members 
of queer hip-hop group Deep Dick- 
Collective in deep action. 

Reade’s album is a rare, successful 
combination of spoken word and 
music. His voice, reedy and high- 
pitched, goes easy on the ear as he ex¬ 
plores gay life in the city. As the album 
opens, he sits home in his apartment 
listening to the screams of someone 
outside who has used too much crack, 
waits in a BART station, and muses 
over a lost love. It’s not all peace and 
light. His world echoes with pain. The 
lyrics in “Crock Pot” are full of tire 
squeals, vultures, shirtless men posing 
in doorways, hookers, sailors, shop¬ 
ping-cart people, ashcan fires. From his 
vulnerable queer-boy soul, in “Christ¬ 
mas Eve, Salinas,” he observes: “At 
Christmastime, I always loved the idea 
of getting presents from Santa, but that 
part about ‘He sees you when you’re 
sleeping, he knows when you’re awake’ 
— okay, that part scared me a little.” Fi¬ 
nally, someone speaks the truth. 

Reade’s storytelling and versifying 
resonate with digital thinking and 
technological prowess. His world is 
one of electronic buzz and chaos, in 
which he’s both superhuman and 
super lost. He’s super sexual, too, in 
“Babel Chat,” a clever collage of queer 
boys cruising by telephone, asking 
pertinent questions and receiving im¬ 
pertinent replies. “I’m a top!” one 
nelly young voice insists repeatedly to 
a disbeliever; “What’s so hard to be¬ 
lieve about that!?” You can’t help 
cracking up with recognition. We’ve 
all heard such lines and recognized 
their absurdity. Reade’s winning way 
with words and music will touch 
every GLBT listener’s funny bone, 
even while forcing us to acknowledge 
some of the bleaker aspects of our 
queer environment. ▼

Karrnal Knowledge 


T he title on the box of Con¬ 
quered is set in raised letters. 
If the movie’s creators were 
clever, they also would have em¬ 
bossed Billy Herrington’s basket, 
thus providing a tactile thrill to 
Billy’s cardboard cover that the 
star is unable to provide with his 
cardboard performance. But 
they aren’t clever, as you - . 
can tell from watching this 
superficial gloss of Hol¬ 
lywood’s gladiator epics. 

Which, caveat emptor, is 
not without its redeem¬ 
ing moments. It’s got 
quality lighting and 

videogra- _ 

phy, sur¬ 
prisingly 
convincing 
costumes and sets for the slaves 
and their quarters, and at least 
one rousing sex scene. But in fea¬ 
turing a lovesick gladiator. Con¬ 
quered misses the bread and cir¬ 
cuses of Roman carnality. 

Here’s just a few of the easily 
available facts we know about the 
sexuality of ancient Rome. Depic¬ 
tions of erections were every¬ 
where, on the thresholds of doors 
and on paving stones, conferring 
strength and promoting good 
luck. Young boys wore a locket 
containing a replica of a hard-on 
around their necks, as an amulet 
protecting their gathering 
strength against dissipation by 
sodomy, and to signify the power 
of the boy’s future manhood. A 
surviving blueprint of the Forum 
of Augustus shows that the build¬ 
ing was intended to resemble the 
genitals, with a long hall flanked 
at the bottom by two hemi¬ 
spheres. Form following function? 

It was to the Forum that young 
Roman males came to exchange 
the robe of boyhood for the all- 
white toga virilis in a confirming 
act of adulthood. And while Ro¬ 
mans thought the penis most sig¬ 
nificant as a sign of power (the 
bigger the dick, the more wield¬ 
ed), it was also recognized as a 
source of pleasure (ditto). You can 
read paeans to the penis in Petro- 
nius, and see them in the murals 
of Pompeii. In one of these, a 
hard-on rises from two testicles. 



Inscribed above and below are the 
words Hie Habitat Felicitas: Here 
Lives Happiness. 

Little of this has informed the 
content of Conquered, most par¬ 
ticularly the happiness. It seems as 
if nearly everyone, from filmmak¬ 
er to costars, has taken their cue 
from Billy Herrington’s stolid 
presence. With his demigod 
physique, clear blue eyes, plus 
handsome cock and 
face, you can’t deny 
that he’s one beautiful 
buddy. But there’s no 
joy in budville. He’s 
just not much of a 
performer, and 
shows scant evidence

The second finds two 
slaves making out in the dungeon 
across the corridor because — 
well, because this is porn. JD 
Slater’s brooding and masculine 
music, surging around the players, 
is at all times better than the sex. 

Caesar salad 

Director Chi Chi La Rue is 
more in her element with the 
third scene’s orgy. We’re in the 
Imperial Quarters, with Caesar 
(Blake Harper) rewarding his 
champion gladiator with an orgy. 
Here, Billy nearly becomes back¬ 
ground, as a team of pros strut 
their stuff around him. But not 
even Nino Bacci, going crazy nuz¬ 
zling into Billy’s ass, can get much 
of a rise from the star, who some¬ 
what stoically endures everybody 
slobbering all over him. This in¬ 
cludes the sensational Colton 
Ford, a nasty sizzler I’m just meet¬ 
ing in Conquered. I’m told he’s 
Blake’s new boyfriend, and he’s a 
lot like Jason Branch, but with the 
ante upped in all departments. 
Blake and Colton make a royal 
couple, rousing this movie con¬ 
siderably and thoroughly upstag¬ 
ing everyone else in the palace. 
They’re so effective that even Billy 
comes to life and throws a good 
fuck into Nino. Jay Ross offers the 



only star’s orgasm in the film, and 
Colton gives Blake a blazing fuck 
to conclude what is not only the 
scene’s imperial finale, but the 
sole scene that justifies the movie. 

All that’s left is for the gladia¬ 
tor to fulfill his companion’s un¬ 
requited love. Here, Conquered fi¬ 
nally, though surely accidentally, 
mirrors the Roman preoccupa¬ 
tion with the power dynamic of 
sex. A Roman man penetrated 
others with his penis, while never 
permitting himself the humilia¬ 
tion of being penetrated. That was 
muliebria pati: “a woman’s expe¬ 
rience.” Billy is threatened with 
being conquered, i.e., fucked, if he 
does not conquer in an upcoming 
contest. Expecting to lose, Billy fi¬ 
nally admits his love for compan¬ 
ion Tom Katt, with as much emo¬ 
tion in his voice as if he’d just or¬ 
dered a Big Mac. Which, in a way, 
he has, since his admission allows 
ton-of-muscle Tom to give him 
the woman’s experience. And 
pretty squishily, too, I must say. 
Billy even bucks it, bronco style, 
for a moment, although I can’t 
take that as a sign of his devotion 
to Tom. Then he’s off to his cer¬ 
tain vanquishment, with Tom de¬ 
livering a stirring envoi, like Loret¬ 
ta Young fluttering a hanky at her 
departing hero in some Holly¬ 
wood weeper: “Win, Champion! 
No man will ever conquer you.”
